WOMAN TRAINER 
TORN BY LEOPARD 


Mrs. Russelle, Attacked in the 
Beast’s Cage, Near Death 
in Bellevue.

REVENGE INSPIRED ANIMAL 





She Had Thrown Water Over Him to 
Save a Panther He Was Killing 
to Protect Her.

Clayton, a large leopard, not long from 
the jungle, struck down his trainer, Mrs. 
Pauline Russelle, early yesterday morn- 
ing, and before the beast could be driven 
off Mrs. Russelle’s face and head 
covered with wounds, and she was taken 
to Bellevue Hospital near to death. 

The attack occurred in a loft over Hu- 
ber’s Museum, in East Fourteenth Street, 
where Mrs. Russelle had quartered a 


troupe of*five leopards which she recently | 
purchased from an animal dealer in Penn- | 
Sylvania with the intention of training | 


them to perform in circuses and museums 
in the East. Clayton, the largest of the 
five, had been showing signs of vicious- 
ness. About two weeks ago he attacked 
his trainer. and she escaped then only 
after Clayton had torn several ugly 
gashes in her right arm. Mrs. Russelle 
was warned after that by her friends to 
get rid of Clayton, but she laughed at 
their fears. 

Mrs. Russelle, who is about 35 years old 
and a widow, has been living with her 
friend, Mrs. Grace Madill, also an animal 
trainer, at 208 East Twelfth Street. A 
few days ago she and Mrs, Madill made 
a heavy jacket covered with gold braid, 
which Mrs. Russelle thought might pro- 
tect the upper part of her body in case 
one of the leopards attacked her. ' This 
jacket she donned yesterday morning for 
the first time, and while Mrs. Madill was 
asleep, left the house about 8 o'clock and 
went to the loft, intending to spend the 
rest of the morning training three of her 
charges, Clayton, Roy, and Arnold, which 
were imprisoned in a large double cage 
near the windows in the rear of the loft. 

Harry Hendrickson, who has been as- 
sisting Mrs. Russelle in training the leop- 
ards, had already arrived at the loft and 
had given the animals their breakfast. 
The three beasts in the double cage were 
taking their customary after-breakfast 
nap when Mrs. Russelle, in her new jacket 
and with a whip in her hand, entered the 
cage. At the first crack of the whip all 
three animals jumped to their feet, and 
Roy and Arnold.sprang to their places 
on a heavy wooden shelf which runs 
across one end of the cage. One of the 
tricks Mrs. Russelle had been teaching 
Clayton to” perform was to jump through 
an iron hoop, which the trainer would 
hold in one hand about four fect above 
the floor. Sometimes the leopard would 
balk at this, but usually a lash from the 
whip would spur him on, 

In these performances Roy and Arnold 
would wait patiently on their perch. 
Neither of these had ever shown signs 
of viciousness, and Mrs. Russelle could 
turn her back on them with impunity. 
Yesterday, when she held up the hoop 
Clayton growled and sulked in a corner 
of the cage, glaring angrily at the trainer, 
Several times Mrs. Russelle cracked her 
whip, but the beast did not move. An- 
ticipating trouble, Mrs. Russelle backed 
away, kicked open a small trapdoor lead- 
ing to another compartment of the cage, 
and ordered Roy and Arnold to enter 
there. This they aid, and Clayton started 
to follow, still growling angrily and show- 
ing his teeth. 

“I guess you had better get the fork 
and hold it rea@dy,’’ said Mrs. Russelle to 
Hlendrickson, who stood just outside the 
cage looking on. This fork is a long bar 
of iron. at the end of which are several 
sharp prongs. It is used by trainers to 
subdue unruly beasts. Hendrickson did 
as he was told, and stood ready for an 
emergency. 

“Up! Clayton, up!”’ said Mrs. Russelle, 
and pointed to the shelf with her whip. 
With another growl, Clayton bounded to 
the shelf and sat there. Mrs. Russelle 
held aloft her iron hoop and cracked her 
whip as a signal for Clayton to jump. 

The leopard hesitated a moment. Then 
his sinewy body shot through the air, 
but not at the hoop. His right forepaw 
struck Mrs. Russelle on the head and she 
was borne to the floor. In an instant the 
animal was upon her, both his front paws 
with their deadly claws grasping her head 
and his teeth sunk in the back of her 
neck. Mrs. Russelle screamed as she fell, 
then tried hard to turn so that she could 


fight the beast. 8 

Even before she was borne to the floor 
‘Hendrickson’s revolver was out and he 
began firing blank cartridges into the face 
of the leopard. At other times a revolver 
shot would make Clayton cower in the 
furthest corner of his cage. But this 
time they proved of no avail. Five shots 
were fired, but still the animal held on. 
He had just rolled Mrs. Russelle over 
and was chewing her face when Hen- 
drickson dropped the revolver and brought 
the iron fork down with all his force 
on Clayton’s head. This seemed to stun 
the beast for an instant. 

Hendrickson dropped the fork and 
grabbed Clayton by the tail, which was 
close to the bars. He tugged with all 
his might to drag the beast away, and 
shouted for assistance. But the sound 
of his voice was lost in the roars of the 
leopards and the other animals in the loft. 
Just in front of the leopard’s cage was 
a hyena, and in another near-by a pan- 
ther, both of which, excited almost to 
madness by the scene in the leopard’s 
cage, were hurling themselves against the 
pars trying to. get out. 

But the revolver shots had been heard 
by the museum employes downstairs, and 
Several of them, accompanied by Po- 
liceman William Dwyer, soon arrived 
in the loft. Dwyer stuck his revolver 
through the bars and was about to shoot 
when Clayton, with an angry growl, 
broke away from Hendrickson and‘sprang 
to the middle of the cage. They quickly 
dragged Mrs. Russelle to the cage' door, 
opened it, and she dropped unconscious 
to the loft floor, while Clayton hurled 
himself against the front of the cage 
struggling to get at those outside. 

All this time Roy and Arnold had been 
dashing about in the other apartment of 
the cage. hurling themselves against the 
bars, trying to break out. In their frenzy 
they seemed to forget the wooden trap 
through which they could rave reached 
the compartment in which Clayton and 
his trainer were strdgenng. Just after 
the rescue Policeman Dwyer ventured too 
near and Arnold made a vicious grab at 
him. The leopard’s claws ripped Dwyer’s 
sleeve from shoulder to wrist, but did not 
break the flesna. 

M. L. Theil, manager of the museum, 
was among those who ran to the loft at 
the sound of Hendrickson’s revolver. He 
and others carried the injured woman 
down stairs and Bellevue was notified. 
Mrs. Russelle could not speak when she 
reached the nospital and had lost much 
blood. There is danger of blood poison- 








ing, even if she survives the first shock 
and the loss of blood. , |

Paulhan, Looking Toward More 
Than 4,000-Foot Heights, 
Says He'll Top Them.

‘French Aviator and Curtiss Shake 
Hands Mutely and American Makes 
Three Short Trial Flights. 





—- 





LOS ANGELES, Cal., Jan. %.—Louis 
| Paulhan, the French aviator, holder of 
| the speed record for one mile, and two 
‘members of his syndicate of fliers, 
| Miscarol and Maisson, arrived to-day 
ready to enter to-morrow the first aero- 
| plane contest of the international meet. 
| They brought with them two Blériot mon- 
oplanes and two Farman biplanes, in 
Which to-morrow Maisson and Miscarol 
will compete with Willard, Hamilton, and 
Curtiss in the speed and height tests. 

There are now nine heavier-than-air 
craft ready to take part. The five mech- 
anicians brought by Paulhan will work 
throughout the night, and the Blériot and 
Farman machines will be ready for flight 
to-morrow. They were ready for in- 
stalling the engines before dark. Stand- 
ing beside the five Curtiss machines in 
the great shelter tent, they looked gigan- 
tic. The Curtiss machines are the small- 
est successful aeroplanes yet developed, 
but the inventor to-day declared that he 
expected to see speed records lowered 
this week, while he himself hoped ‘to sur- 
pass the high flights of his chief French 
competitor during the next ten days. 

Charles K. Hamilton is put forward by 
Curtiss to beat Paulhan’s official speed 
record of a mile in two minutes and one- 
fifth second. He will also go after the 
record established by Leon Delagrange, 
lately killed by a fall, who flew a mile 
and 860 yards in minute and forty- 
seven seconds. 

Curtiss was in

han no English, so they shook hands in 
silence. Clifford Harmon, a New York 
aviator, who is more than six feet tadl, 
was standing near, Noting the small- 
er size of Curtiss and Paulhan, he shook 
his head and remarked: ‘ This the 
first time I ever wanted to be Smal!.” 

J.ike Curtiss, Paulhan finds the course 
not quite to his liking because the avia- 
tors muSt either breast an incline or go 
down it in starting. He voted for a hex. 
agonal course, and at once a score of 
roadmaking machines and scrapers were 
set at work smoothing out a level start- 
ing place. Both Curtiss and Paulhan were 
surrounded to-day by thousands of per- 
sons who went to the camp to see the as- 
sembling of the aerial racers. 

With Edmund Cleary, his manager, act- 
ing as interpreter, reporters ‘asked Paul- 
han about his plans and his view of the 
prospects of beating the new records made 
abroad. 

‘‘Can you do better than Latham?” he 
was asked o 

‘Oh, yes; that is why I came. 

‘He flew higher than 3,000 feet the 
other day. Can you beat that?” 

‘- Yes,’’ Paulhan answered. 

Then, pointing toward the snow-clad 
Sierra Madres, gleaming in the sun above 
a curtain of clouds, he asked. 

‘*‘ How high is that?”’ 

‘More than 4,000 feet,’’ he was told. 

‘Well, I'll fly over that.’’ 

Curtiss tried out the Harmon biplane 
to-day. It had never been put together 
before, and it shone with varnish and 
bright metal fittings. It was late in the 
afternoon when Curtiss made three short 
flights in it. The first time he remained 
up half a minute, the second time forty 
seconds, and the third time one, minute 
and ten seconds. During the third flight 
he traveled three-quarters of a mile. 

Harmon himself, according to announce- 
ment, was to have made his trial flight 
to-day, but a strong wind that was sweep- 
ing in from the sea prevented. 

All the American biplanes, including 
one built by Capt. Mueller, the balloonist, 
have four-cylinder motors, except that in 
which Curtiss hopes to make records and 
take a large portion of the prize money. 
This is the eight-cylinder biplane in which 
he made the remarkable flights at 
Rheims. At that meeting he said that je 
could not use the full power of the motor, 
for fear of wrecking the machine and 
killing himself. But he ‘has made some 
modifications which will enable him to 
use the full power.

HOSPITAL SWALLOWED UP. 


Seven Die When Cave-in of Disused 
Mine Occurs. 


VIENNA, Jan. 9.—An extraordinary ac- 
cident occurred yesterday at Raibl, in 
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Carintia. The sudden subsidence of the 
site of a disused mine completely engulfed

The thirty men made up the crews of 
three sailing vesscls which were caught 


! in the recent storms that swept the South- 


ern seas, and all of them have thrilling 
tales to tell. It wag while on her way 
from Tuskit to Argentine ports that the 
Norwegian bark Crown, Capt. Skogland, 
with a crew of eleven men, ran into a 
terrific northwest gale on Dec. 17. For 


nine days the hurricane blew, and.a big | 


5€a Coming On board smashed the weather 
bulwarks and. carried away the greater 
part of the deckhouses. The great vol- 
ume of water broke through the hatches 
and flooded her hold. Capt. Skogland 
ordered all hands to the pumps, and the 
men worked “for three days in an effort 
to free the vessel from water. 

They had begun to make some headway 
when the cargo broke loose, and knocking 
about the hold opened some of the bark’s 
seams, so that the water began to gain 
again. 
until Dec. 26, when the storm abated, 
and it was possible to get sail on the ves- 
sel. 
While the rest worked the ship, and in 
this way the Crown was kept afloat until 
Jan. 2, when the steamer Kilsyth, bound 
— Glasgow to Philadelphia, was sight- 

d. The bark’s signals of distress were 
seen, and the Kilsyth was soon alongside. 
This was in latitude 28.40 north and 
longitude 45.30 west. Capt. Skogland Says 
that when the Kilsyth was sighted he had 
abandoned all hope. He made 650 miles 
in a waterlogged condition. When help 
arrived the bark was breaking up. 

The Kilsyth was making for Bermuda 
after coal when she picked up the Crown's 
crew and all were landed at Hamiiton, 
whyre the Norwegian Consul cared for 
the shipwrecked men until they were put 
on board the Bermudian. 

The schooner George L. Drake, Capt. 
Olsen, lumber laden, from Jacksonville 
to New York, was struck by a southwest 
gale. The wind shified so frequently that 
it was impossible to lay a course for port. 
The storm lasted for three weeks, and on 
Dec. 31 the schooner began to leak, For 
five days the crew of seven men fought 
for their lives at the pumps. New Year’s 
tve# Capt. Olsen had given up all hope 
of ever reaching port. The vessel was 
so low in the water that her decks were 
awash and only her cargo of luraber kept 
her afloat. It was with the greatest dif- 
ficulty that the crew kept from freezing 
to death, as there was no place to go be- 
low out of the cold. 

It was just before dark on New Year's 
Eve, in latitude 35.06 north and longitude 
75.40 west, ‘hat the steamer Indropura, 
bound for Manila, coal laden, sighted the 
Drake and soon had her Captain and 
crew safe on board, Capt. Olsen had his 
leg badly injured while leaving his ves- 
sé], but managed to reach the steamer’s 
deck unassisted. When the Indropura 
steamed away it was seen that the Drake 
was rapidly breaking up. The’ ship- 
wrecked crew were landed in Bermuda by 
a pilot boat, which took them off the 
steamer while twenty miles off Hamilton. 

The other crew which will soon be in 

New York handled the Italian bark Fil- 
lippo Denegri, from Concepcion, Uruguay, 
for New -York, with a cargo of bones. The 
story of how the bark went on a Bermuda 
reef has already been told by cable, but 
Capt. Maghoeos told the United Wireless 
correspondent some interesting details of 
his experience before the vessel struck 
the reef. He said that on Dec. 21, when 
120 miles from New York, a strong north- 
west gale set in and drove him hundreds 
of miles back. He lost his rudder and all 
the lifeboats were carried overboard. 
' ‘The bark drifted for twenty-four hours. 
and when the gale was over on Dec. 27 he 
found that the ship was 140 miles from 
Bermuda. He sighted that island Dec. 28. 
A severe scuth-southwest gale was blow- 
ing at the time, and although all his sails 
had been carried away three days before, 
Capt. Maghoeos managed to spread 
enough canvas to lay a course. When he 
ran on the reef a pilot boat was in sight, 
and that craft soon came to the bark’s 
assistance. The Denegri is a total loss. 


WIRELESS STORM WARNINGS.

New System Adopted for the Safety of 
Vessels at Sea. 





Storm warnings are now being flashed 
along the coast and to ships at sea 
through an arrangement between the tele- 


graph companies and the naval wireless 


station at Newport. Immediately after a 
warning of bad weather off the coast Is 
sent to the telegraph companies by the 
United States Weather Bureau the Gov- 
ernment wireless operator at Newport is 
notified. A moment later the warning to 
mariners goes out through the air. 

It is picked up by the Nantucket Shoal!s 
Lightship and relayed to all vessels within 
speaking distance. As the wireless opera- 
tor of each ship receives the warning he 
sends it further out to sea. 

Hundreds of miles off the coast vessels 
pick up the message. News of the Christ- 
mas storm was one of the first to be re- 
layed by wireless, and twenty or more 
vesseis, some of them several hundred 
miles away from land, were notified of 
the coming disturbance. 

Dangers to navigation are being greatly 
lessened by the wireless system which has 
been inaugurated, for before its days skip- 
pers had no means of learning of a com- 
ing storm until it was recorded on their 
barometers or until they came in sight of 
one of the many lightships or other sta- 
tions along the coast where storm warn- 
ings are displaved. 

Yesterday afternoon the Weather Bu- 
reau here sent out a warning that a heavy 
wind from the north and northwest was 
peg. se down the New England Coast 
and bearing out to sea, also that a low 

ressure existed off the coast. This was 
lashed over the land wires to the New- 
port operator in the Government station, 
and soon was skimming through the air 
and being picked up py vessels at sea.

Blown-Off Manhole Cover Hits an Ele- 
vated Station Floor. 


A manhole cover over a junction box of 
the New York Edison Company’s conduit 
at Fiftieth Street and Sixth Avenue was 
blown off yesterday with such force that, 
hitting the floor of the uptown waiting 
room of the elevated railway station just 
above, it @xnocked over the stove and 
frightened several persons waiting for a 
train.

ALD OF THE SENATE 


Will Let House Elect Ballinger In- 
vestigators—Senate Interfer- 
ence Angers Fitzgerald. 








INSURGENTS ARE PUZZLED 





lf They Enter the ‘Republican Caucus 
Cannon Will Name the House 
Committee, After All.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Speaker Cane- 
non is playing some very shrewd politics 
in the matter of the choice of the House 
members of the joint committee to inves- 
tigate the Ballinger-Pinchot controversy... 
He has seized at once upon the action of 
the Senate Committee on Public Lands 
yesterday in reporting a resolution provid- 
ing for the choice of the House investiga~- 
tors by the Speaker, and is turning it te’ 
his advantage in several ways. 

To begin with, he announces that he 
doesn't care for that sort of assistance. 
The House having voted to elect the in- 
vestigators itself, he bows serenly to the 
will of the majority, as he always does. 
In fact, this is only another illustration 
of the very thing the Speaker has always 
said about the House organization, that it 
is entirely responsive to the will of the. 
majority. This being so, he does not 
want another chance for a test of 
strength with the insurgents on this prop- 
osition. Moreover, it is a gross violation 
of the proprieties for the Senate to ate 
tempt to interfere with the House in the 
Selection of its investigators. 

Here is an opportunity made to order 
for the Speaker to shift the fight from 
the insurgents to the Senate. His atti- 
tude toward such interference is well 
known and popular. He is always the 
Sturdy champion of the House against 
fhe Senate and no one could be quicker 
to xsesent the kind of interference pro- 
posed in the Senate resolution. So if 
the resolution should be adopted by the 
Senaie as reported from committee and 
g0 to the House in that form, the or- 
canization under the leadership of the 
Speaker would be quick to resent, and 
tle resentment would probably take the 
form cf a resolution returning the pesky 
thing te the Senate without comment, 


Fitzgerald Shows Indignation. 


So clearly is that the true line for the 
organization to take that Representative 
Fitzgerald, the Brooklyn Democrat who 
became a Cannon annex last Spring and 
got a place on the Rules Committee for 
it, is out to-night with a statement 
bristling with indignation and saying that 
ix the Senate resolution comes over in 
the shape it has been reported he will 
offer a resolution to return it “on the 
ground that its action is an invasion of 
the Constitutional prerogatives of the 
House.”’ 

‘“ Personally,”” he adds, 
appointment of all committees by the 
Speaker. In this case, however, the. 
House, in the exercise of its unquestioned 
rights, has decided that its members of 
the joint Committee of Investigation shal! 
be elected by the House and not appointed 
by the Speaker. For the Senate to at- 
tempt to dictate the manner in which 
the House shall select its committees 
would be not only an invasion of the pre- 
rogatives of the House, but an inexcuse 
able impertinence to be resented in a dig- 
nified and orderly way.” ' 

All this is very fine. It gives the 
House organization opportunity to line 
up its forces and shape its programme, 
and more than that it supplies a first- 
class position on solid ground. It is ex-« 
Plained, of course, that the Senate com- 
mittee could not have taken different ace 
tion from what it did because of the lack 
of official information that the House 
had overthrown the Speaker. The Sen- 
ators are not supposed to know about 
the little circus, in fact, and will remain 
in ignorance until to-morrow morning, 
when the resolution will go to the Senate. 

Now, when the Senate takes up the - 
matter to-morrow and begins the dis- 
cussion of the resolution reported from 
its committee, it will have also before 
it the resolution passed by the House and 
it will be very simple for some Senator 
to move to substitute the House resolu- 
tion, and the way for the straightening 
out of the whole tangle will be made 
smooth. 

Then the House will proceed to the 
choice of its investigators “by the will 
of the majority ’’ expressed through the 
medium of the caucus. The Democrats 
can name their two and the Republicans 
their four, all six to be elected unani- 
mously thereafter—may be. The politi- 
cal wisdom displayed by Mr. Cannon in 
announcing his submission to the vote of 
Friday evening is not going to desert him 
just yet. The Republican caucus afe- 
fords him yet another opportunity. With 
the regulars in full control there it ig 
obvious that the power of choosing the 
investigators is just as much the Speaker's 
as ever, although the method of nomina- 
lion is indirect instead of direct. : 

And what are the insurgents going to de 
about it? Lacking their Democratie 
allies they cannot control the caucus. If 
they bolt it they put themselves in a very 
bad plight. If they stay away they will. 
be nearly as badly off. It is a knotty 
problem for them, whichever way tzaey 
look ‘at it, and equally lovely for ‘* Uncle 
Joe.”” About the only consolation they 
get out of it is the reflection that unless 
the investigators named by the caucus 
are men whom they indorse, the popular 
verdict will be that the committee was 
just as much packed as if the Speaker: 
had named them directly. 

If the Speaker recognizes this fact also 
and acts upon it, he will pick investigators 


who will be acceptable to the insurgents 
and thereby gain the credit for a genuine 
acceptance of the vote of Friday evening, 
as well as doing Secretary Ballinger a 
good turn by satisfying the public thar 
the House committee was impartially 
chosen. The Speaker has already done 
Mr. Ballinger one good turn by rejecting 
the Senate committee plan to have him 
name the investigators, for that would 
certainly have been hailed by the Pinchot 
partisans as proof that the committee was 
stacked. In fact, by bei obviously fair 
at this critical juncture, r. Cannon has 
done the best service to Mr. Ballinger 
that could be rendered by his most biased 
partisan.

No definite plan for the Republican 
caucus has been made as yet. The Speaker. 
is waiting to see what the insurgents are 
going to do, and t insurgents are not

jsaying anything to-day as to their plang 
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for the immediate future. They are com- 
ing to believe that there is impact in the 
unexpected, They are, however, very well 
satisfied with the way events are turning 
out, and the indications are that their 
‘ranks will have further recruits as time 
goes on. 

Although the statement of Representa- 
tive Taylor of Ohio, that he would vote 
against Cannon for another term as 
Speaker. indicates that meantime he 
Se would not join the bolo men, it 
S understood that political conditions in 
his own district have dictated Mr. Tay- 
lor’s attitude. .The same illumination is 
said to have come to other Representa- 
tives from Ohio and other States. 

Representative Howland of Cleveland 
has been reported as about to join the 
insurgents. When he was asked to-day 
how much truth there was in the report 
he replied that he would vote on ques- 
tions that came up in the House “on 
théir merits’’ alone, whether he found 
himself voting with the insurgents or the 
regulars. 

That expression “‘the merits of the 
question”’ is the same that Herebert 
Parsons of New York, who joined the in- 
surgents in the vote on Friday, was quot- 
ed as using yesterday in New York when 
he was asked if his vote meant that he 
had become an insurgent.

‘Mr. Straus Giving Them $100,000 for 
the Enterprise—Acrimonious Letters 


Brought Out by the Announcement. 





Nathan Straus announced 


that he had offered to give the trustees 


yesterday 


of the tuberculosis preventorium estab- 


lished by him at Lakewood, N. J., $100,600 
cash if they would accept the offer of his 
partner, Max Nathan, to re-establish the 
institution elsewhere, near Lakewood, and 
that the trustees had decided to accept 
this offer. 

At the same time Mr. Straus declared 
it to be his intention to continue in the 
Cleveland cottage at Lakewood, at his 
own expense, the work of preventing tu- 
| berculosis among tenement children that 
he had begun there. 

Mr. Straus’s intentions were expressed 
in this letter to Samuel Untermyer, of 
which copies were given out: 








Straus to Untermyer. 


I am in receipt of your letter of Jan. 4, 
1910. I have not answered your letter of 
Dec. 10, 1900, because I never considered 
it was rneant for me to answer. You knew 
before you wrote it what my answer would 
be. -I have no hesitancy in saying to you 
that you wrote it simply for the purpose 
of publishing it in the newspapers. 

I offered my share in the hotel to the 
Preventorium without thought of any oOp- 
position from outside sources. I tried to 
induce Mr. Nathan to join in the gift, or 
to sell me his share of the hotel, that I 
might give it to the institution. Mr. 
Nathan, for reasons of his own, refused 
my request and offers. I was, therefore, 
prevented from using the hotel property for 
the purpose. 

The Cleveland cottage, however, was 
my own. Mr. Nathan had, at my request, 
stated to me that it was to be mine; and 
even if the law requires a written release 
to vest the property fully in me, I was 
justified in accepting his word; for until 
you became his adviser Mr. Nathan's word 
was better than other men’s bonds. 

The work has been begun in the cottage, 
and the work will be continued in Lake- 
wood. It is no longer a question of what 
will benefit this institution, it is a questior 
of what will benefit the children. If your, 
clients, the rich men of Lakewood, arg ab'te 
to drive from their neighborhood as ‘lepers .

Then came this letter evidently in repiy 
to that of Mr, Straus, given out by him 
yesterday:

Nathan Straus, Esq.: 

My Dear Sir: If I were disposed to 
take the brutal and wholly unjustifiable 
attack on me contained in your letter of to- 
day seriously, I would answer it in. kind, 
as it deserves. I feel, however, that it has 
been written in a burst of uncontrollable 
anger, and that you will sufficiently regret 
it before long without the added burden 
of reproaches from me. 

Mr. Nathan and every member of his 
family, as well as a number of our mutual 
friends, happen to know the extent to which 
I have tried to befriend you and to save 
you from the consequences of your fool- 
hardy stubbornness in connection with this 
preventorium business. I am quite con- 
tent to abide by their judgment. You are 
sO spontaneous at times in your generos~- 
ity and so kindly at heart that your friends, 
out ‘of their affection for you, are accus- 
tomed to allow you your own way, no mat- 
ter how wrong you may be. The result 
is that when vou are crossed in your pur- 
poses you apparently lose all sense of jus- 
tice toward those who are placed in the 
position of being compelled to contend 
against you. That I take it to be ‘the oc- 
ecasion of your vicious outburst against me. 

Mr. Nathan and his family will bear wit 
ness to the fact that I brought every bos 
sible influence to bear to dissuade Mr. 
Nathan from engaging in this controversy, 
even to the extent of calling on Mr. Schiff 
at his office and asking him to see Mr. 
Nathan. I did this not because I believed 
vou were in the right, for on the contrary, 
in common with many of your best friends 
who have tried to save you froin yvourseil, 
I have seen clearly from the outset that you 
vere hopelessly in the wrong.

Receipts Show an Increase to $203,562,- 
383——Presidential Offices Now 7,202. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Figures sub- 

mitted by Charles P. Grandfield, First 

Assistant Postmaster General, for the 

fiscal year ended June 20, 1909, in his an- 

nual report, show that the gross revenue 
of the postal service reached the enor- 
mous total of $203,562,388, an increase of 
$12,083,720, or 6.31 per cent. over the pre- 
ceding year. 

There were 7,202 Presidential post 


offices on July 1, 1909. Of this number 
398 were first-class, an increase of 14: 
1,707 were second-class, an increase of 112 
and 5,097 were third-class, an increase 
of 280. There were 60,144 offices in 
operation on June 80, 1909.

CONVICTS NEED SURGERY. 


Commissioner Solomon Says Physical 
Defects Are Neglected at Sing Sing. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 9.—Declaring that 
the convict should be set free equipped 
in the best possible way to overcome ob- 
Btacles which bar his way to a success- 
ful life, Commissioner Henry Solomon in 
@ report to the State Prison Commission 
of a recent Inspection of Sing Sing Prison, 
says: 

“The most casual inquiry discloses 
among the convicts the presence of a 
large variety of ciseases amenable to mod- 
ern surgery. Yet our reports do not show 
that any effort has been made to im- 
prove these conditions. They have ap- 
parently been almost*totally disregarded, 


and the convict at the termination of his 
sentence has been released with his 


physical* imperfection continuing to act 
as a handicap in his struggle for a live- 
| lihood. 

“To-day eye and dental diseases are 
receiving due attention in our prisons, but 
important infirmities afflictine the e¢on- 
vict, infirmites which frequentiv actualy 
incapacitate him for much of his work,

He cites an instance 
where a prisoner, who had a wife anc 
family in Chicago, was sent from Upper 
New York State to New York City, and 
on arrival there applied to charitable 
institutions for sufficient money to reach 
his home. The Commissioner recommends 
that on the release of all prisoners the 
Wardens shall inform them that they may 
be sent back to the place from which they 
were sentenced, or, if they so decide, that 
amount of railroad fare may be used as 
far as it will go in the direction they 
choose. 

‘*‘Often,”’ says the report, ‘‘young men 
have been returned to cities where they 
could not help meeting their old com- 
panions in crime, as well as the detectives, 
who often rearrest on sight, and hound a 
discharged prisoner, and have again fal- 
len, whereas, had the great importance 
of their commencing life anew in new sur- 
roundings been forcibly impressed on 
them, the State may have been spared 
the expense of further caring for them. 
and they might have again become good 
members of society.” ' 


COMMITTEES AT ALBANY. 


Changes in Both Senate and Assembly 
Likely to be Announced Wednesday. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 9.—When the Leg- 
islature assembles on Wednesday even- 
ing next Lieut. Gov. White and Speaker 
Wadsworth expect to be able to announce 


some of the changes in the make-up of 
the Senate committees made necessary by 
the deaths of Senators Raines, McCarren, 
and O'Neil, and the new Assembly com- 
mittees. 

The promotion of Senator Alids to the 
position of President pro tempore of the 
Senate and the assumption by him of the 
responsibilities of Republican leadership 
leaves a vacancy in the Chairmanship of 
the Senate Finance Committee, which, 
accord ng to present indications, will go 
to Senator Cobb of WatertoWn. Two 
other Senators, Davis and Hill, both from 
Buffalo, want the place, and each has 
served longer in’ the Senate than Cobb, 
Davis in point of service not being out- 
rankei by any Republican Senator. He 
has served continuously since 1896, while 
Cobb was elected to the Senate in 1905. 
Davis is now Chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee. Hill is the ranking member 
of the Finance Committee. Cobb is the 
procs’ Chairman of the Committee on 

ailroads, and if he igs named to head 
finance, it is understood Senator Wain- 
wright of Westchester will get the rail- 
roads Chairmanship. 

A general shakeup of the Assembly 
committees by Speaker Wadsworth will 
be necessary ‘nasmuch as over a third of 
the members of the lower house are new 
at the legislative game. Several im- 
portant committees will have new Chair- 
men. 

Aside from the announcement cof com- 
mittees, introduction of bills and receipt 
of reports from State departments, little 
will be accomplished this weék. In fact, 
the majority of the legislators will tarry 
in Albany only loig enough to ascertain 
their committee assignments, and the ses- 
sions of Thursday and Friday, therefore, 
are expected to be brief and perfunctory. 


MORE WORK FOR UNION MEN. 


Bureau of Labor Report Shows a 
Steady Decrease of Unemployed. 


ALBANY, Jan, 9.—Statistics on employ- 
ment in New York for the third quarter 
of 1909 are given in a bulletin of the State 
Department of Labor, issued to-day. It 
shows a steady improvement in condi- 
tions. 

“At the end of September,’”’ savs the 
bulletin, ‘“‘the percentage of idleness 
among trade union members stood at 
10.3. This is less than half the percent- 
age shown on the Same date the year be- 
fore, when it was 22.5, and is as low as 
the corresponding figure of 1907, which 
was 10.5, but it is not as low as any of 
the September figures for the years 1901 to 
1906, which varied from 5.7 to 9.7, with an 
average of 7.0. The returns as to causes 
of idleness, although indicating that labor 
disputes were relatively a more promi- 
nent cause of idleness in 1909 than in 
1908, show that lack of work was stil] the 
paramount cause of idleness at the end of 
September. 

“The average earnings of the union 
workingmen in the State who had some 
employment during July, August, and 
September of 1909, were $233. This indi- 
cates a great improvement over the same 
quarter of 1908, when the average was 
only $207. . Further the average for 190.) 
compares favorably with that for 1907, 
which was $227, or the highest on record. 

‘The improved conditions as to employ- 
ment and earnings in 1909 were accom- 
panied by an increase of industrial dis- 
putes, chiefly over questions of wages 
and trade unionism. Taking aggregate 
loss of working time as the most com- 
prehensive test of conditions as to dis- 
putes the figures are 366,791 days lost in 
+: aaa 174,764 in 1908 and 415,116 in

“When the train arrived at Bruck on 
Leitha,’’ said Mrs. Wildman, ‘‘to my 
great Surprise a frontier policeman ap- 
peared and began to question me. I told 
him who I was, and where bound, I 
showed him papers showing I was the 
wife of an American citizen. In spite of

‘this he arrested me and forced me to leave 


the train. 

“Then I was told the charge against 
me. The police accused me of intending 
either to rob my companion or to force 
her to come to America with me. Both 
were ridiculous. I knew nothing of the 
girl, and she showed ihe police that be- 
sides her service book she had in her pos- 
session only a few kronen. The girl came 
to my rescue. She told the police that I 
had no interest in her and that I had 
nade. no proposal to her to give up her 
trip to Vienna or to come with me to 
America. 

‘‘T was subjected to a most humiliating 
search. I had to take off all my clothing, 
and even my hair and the seams of my 
dress were examined to see whether I 
had anything concealed. After that the 
police made me pay 2U cents,to the wo- 
man who had searched me. 

‘‘T was then sentenced to five days’ im- 
prisonment and to pay a fine of about 
$11. My treatment was very bad. I was 
forced to occupy a small and exceedingly 
cold room and to sleep on a wooden bench. 
I appealed to the autnorities to be allowed 
either to communicate with the American 
Consul or write to my mother. My re- 
quest was refused. 

‘‘I was given ho food, and I had to live 
on the dry food I brought from home with 
me. Fortunately I had taken a generous 
luncheon. In the five days I was shut 
away from the world I*could only otbain 
two cups of coffee, and these were 
brought after a great deal of pleading. [ 
was kept locked up from Nov. 22 to Nov. 
“7 at Bruck. 

‘‘ My experience was especially trying to 
me vecause I wonderéd what my relatives 
in Hungary and ‘my husband in New 
York would think when they learned I had 
not sailed and had dropped out of sight. 
I lost eight days, missed my steamer, and 
was put to some expense not only because 
of my fine, but I had to pay extra for 
everything that was done for me. The 
hard thing about it all was the utter dis- 
regard shown by the officials for the pa- 
pers showing that I was a citizen of the 
United States, and as such entitled to 
consideration.”’ 

As soon as Mrs. Wildman arrived in 
Antwerp on Dec. 4 she made an affidavit 
before Eugene Venesoea, Belgian Com- 
missioner of Immigration. She has also 
the receipt given for the fine paid. 

The story told by Mrs. Wildman is cor- 
roborated by a statement made by Michael 
Horvath of Cleveland, who returned to 
Hungary some months ago. His_ son's 
passport was torn up by the officials and 
he, nis wife, and son forced to stay five 
days in jail and pay a fine. 

Horvath and his family started from 
Garabacz to Budapest, intending to take 
a train there and travel by the way of 
Pressburg to Vienna. At Neuhaeusl, one 
station before Pressburg, a policeman en- 
tered the train and asked Horvath where 
he was bound. Horvath told him. He 
examined the railroad tickets, and then, 
not satisfied, asked for traveling papers. 
The papers he possessed had expired some 
little time before, and so the family was 
made to leave the train when Pressburg 
was reached. 

Like criminals, Horvath declares, they 
were taken before a City Magistrate. 
There they were put through a cross- 
examination, and their money, about $405, 
was taken from them. The son's pass- 
port was also taken, and this the offi- 
cials tore up. After the hearing the fam- 
ily were locked up. They stayed in jail 
for five days, and on release had to pay 
a fine amounting to about $66, and be- 
sides had to pay $3.50 for their expeneses 
while in custody. On their release Horvath 
said he was given about $17.60. He could 
get no satisfaction from the Government 
officials, and it was not until about a 
month later that the local authorities re- 
turned him abow® $321, instead of the full 
amount taken when arrested. 

‘“My sole crime,’’-he said, ‘‘ consisted 
in the fact that I intended to return to 
Cleveland, which has become my second 
home. T shall take good care never again 
to return to my fatherland. My loss has 
been a great one. I lost the rallroad 
tickets, the money which was paid in 
fines, and the amount that the ofricials 
did not return to me,.and, besides that, in 
the weeks of waiting at Garabacz I was 
without work.”’ : 

One reason given for the treatment is 
that the Hungarian Government seeks to 
discourage immigration through Antwerp 
and northern ports, as the Government 
a an agreement with certain steamship 
ines.

“A verey animated sword play of wits” 
was what was expected at the Harlem 
Forum, 360 West 125th Street, last night, 
according to the notices sent out. ‘* That 
it will be entirely good natured and tol- 
erant goes without saying,’ said the no- 
tices. The subject for discussion was wo- 
man suffrage, and women were the de- 
baters. 

When the assembly rooin had been filled 
the Chairwoman read a letter from Mrs. 
Gilbert E. Jones, who had been expected 
to oppose what the anti-suffragists call 
“the pernincious sophistry of the suf- 
fragists."" The letter was from Mrs. 
was fi], and though it was the first en- 
gagement she had ever broken, she would 
have to break it. 

Mrs. Sofia Loebinger, suffragette, who 
was on the programme to speak second, 
was accordingly moved up to first place. 
She laid aside her black furs and rose. 
She wore a glove-fitting black dress of 
the kind that buttons all the way up the 
back and a large black hat. 

**I deply regret,’’ she pegan in a voice 
in which sweetness and grief were min- 
gled, “‘that Mrs. Jones is not here. 1 
have often wanted to meet her on the 
platform. I have never had the oppor- 
tunity. When I heard that I should meet 


her here to-night, face to face, speaking | 


on the same subject, 1 w&s inspired. I 
trust that she will speedily convalesce.”’ 

And then, after.a moment's hesitation, 
{nm which her face became painfully sad, 
Mrs. Loebinger said: 

‘‘ And I hope that the fact that I-was to 
debate with her here to-night had rothing 
to do with her illness.”’ 

The Chairwoman offered the platform to 
any one'\else who desired to defend the 
anti-suffrage position, but no one volun- 
teered. Mrs. Loebinger then surveyed 
calmly an almost open field. Mrs. Carrie 
W. Allen was to speak, but she was to 
talk suffragism from the Socialist point 
of view. So there was nothing to fear 
from her. 

‘“Yes, sisters, I am one of those awful 
persons called suffragettes,”’ said Mrs. 
Loebinger. ‘‘ They say it makes us un- 
womanly, but-I do not think I have lost 
any of my womanliness. I am just the 
same now as I have always been. 

‘“Kriends, there are 1,000 arguments 
against woman suffrage, but not one rea- 
s0n. Universal adult suffrage is the cure 
for all the existing evils. We have heard 
rumblings and grumblings for years, in- 
dicating that something was wrong. Single 
tuxers say they have the remedy. Anar- 
chists say they know how to treat the 
case. 
remedy. We know we have. 

“There is no use in women fighting 
about Socialism, Republicanism, or any- 
thing else of a partisan political nature 
un: i they have a vote. I am something, 
but I'll not tell. It doesn’t matter what 
I am if I can’t vote. let us ge* the 
vote and then we'll = up into parties. 

‘‘You have heard that the question of: 
class consciousness is greater than the 
question of sex conscicousaess. We do 
have pocketbook consciousness in this 
country, but we haven’t any classes. 
[Loud and incredulous laughter from the 
Socialists.}| Sex consciousness is what 
we must fix our minds on now. I tell you, 
sisters, we haven't had a chance. Good 
gracious me! If we had a chance all 
this time we might be better even than 
men. ' 
‘‘Now, what do we want? What could 
we do if we had the vote? We would give 
women equal pay for equal work. Some 
women think they can get that from the 
men by going around and shaking their 
hands, and making goo-goo eyes at them. 
Alas! that time is past, my sisters. Never 
again! What we get now we must batter 
out of the men with the sledge hammer 
of the ballot.”’ 

Mrs. Allen said it was conceded now 
that women occupy a subordinate position 
in the hgme. She added that the reason 
little boys scorn little girls, is that the 
mother occupies the subordinate position 
in the home, 

There are some problems, Mrs. Allen 
declared, which ought to be attended 
to in the legislative halls, but which 
would not be properly attended to until 
women got there. One of these was child 
labor. All women are instinctively moth- 
ers, she declared, and when they are en- 
franchised there will be no mine and thine 
with regard to children, but all women 
will be mothers to all the children of 
the Nation, and being so will exercise 
their militant motherhood for the solution 
of all such probiems as child labor. 


WHY HE AVOIDS TRINITY. 


Rev. Mr. Rhinelander Would Rather 
Exert Personal Influence on a Few.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 9.—‘‘E feel 
that I can do more good by reaching 
individually and at close range a dozen 
young men in my work here and prepar- 
fe them for the missionary field than 
I could by having a pastorate with a 
thousand people in New York, whom I 
could not reach personally. Therefore 
I declined the offer of Trinity Church, 
despite the fact that it carries with it 
threefold the financial and social oppor- 
tunities that are presented here.”’ 

The Rev. Philip M. Rhinelander, Pro- 
fessor of Religious History and Christian 
Missions in the Episcopal Theological 
Seminary connected with Harvard Uni- 
versity so explains his reasons for de- 
clining to accept a patsorate of the most 
important chapel under Trinity Church 
in New York. He came to the Seminary 
almost three years ago, and his branch 
of study was installed for a provisional 
trial of three years. It has been a suc- 
cessful experiment. His Sunday evening 


talks also find great favor with the Har- 
vVard undergraduates. 


HARVARD’S CHILD QUARTET. 


Sidis, Aged 13, Has Three Rivals 15 
Years Old and Under—One a Girl. 


BOSTON, Jan. 9.—Child prodigies—rep- 
resented by a group of four students at 
Harvard University whose ages range 
from 13 to 15 years—promise to maintain 


Boston’s intellectual reputation. Included 
in the quartet of precocity is the young- 
est known Bachelor of Arts, Norbert Wei- 
mer, aged 14 years, a graduate of Tufts 
College, now a student in the Harvard 
Graduate School, while everybody knows, 
of course, of William J. Sidis of Brook- 
line, 13 years oid, who lectured to his 
protesscors on the fourth dimension. 

The two other phenomena are a brother 
and sister—Lina W. Berle, 15 years, and 
Adolph A. Berle, 14 years old, members 
of freshman classes at Radcliffe and Har- 
vard Colleges, respectively. The Rev. A. 
A. Berie, pastor of the Shawmut: Congre- 
gational Church, this city, is their father. 

These young Beries have spent little of 
their time in the public schools. Their 
father early taught them several lan- 
guages, reversing the usual order of in- 
struction, and teaching them mathematics 
later.

In 
this article he considered the President 
of oot college from the physiological, 
zoological, and English standpoint.” 
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Mrs, Bonnard Carried Them Out After 
Vainly Fighting Flames. 


After vainly endeavoring with palls of 
water to confine a fire which started in 
the basement of her home, Mrs. L. C.

The boy Leon was repairing a 10y wagon 
when he smelled smoke. The fire started 
in a closet, and quickly spread. The lad 
called his mother, and, grasping o pail, 
She filled it with water at a kitchen 
faucet and dashed it over the flames. 
Leon was kept busy carrying water. The 
smoke became too dense for them to stand 
after a few minutes. Neighbors who 


heard the cries of the mother and child 
turned in an alarm of fire and helped in 
trying to extinguish the blaze. Finally 
smoke overcame the boy, and Mrs. Bon- 
nard carried him out in her arms. She 
ethen ran back into the house and to an 
upper floor, from which she carried down 
@ younger child. 

Battalion Chief John Donohue found the 
blaze a stubborn one.

COMPLAINT AGAINST FATHER 





And Court Is Asked to Direct Him to 
Appear “Properly Clothed "—Magis- 
trate Protests—Mr. Duncan Angry. 





The Gerry Society, officially known as 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children, came out openly in the West 
Side Court yesterday as the prosecutor in 
the case of 4-year-old Menalkas Duncan, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Raymond Duncan 
and nephew of Isadora Duncan, the por- 
trayer of Greek folk dances, gathered in 
on Saturday by the police because he 
wore the Greek costume adopted by his 
parents. 


It was supposed un Saturday that the 
arrest of little Menalkas and two of his 
woman relatives as the boy walked on 
Broadway clad in the light clothing which 
his parents believe to be the only hygienic 
form of apparel, was merely the act of an 
officious policeman, and it was understood 
that the Gerry Society took the child in 
charge overnight only as a part of its 
Guty as prescribed by law. 

Yesterday in court, however, it devel- 
oped through the statements of an agent 
of the society that the society had caused 
the arrest of the little boy; his, aunt, Miss 
IKclein Sikelianos of the Hotel Margaret, 
and Andrea Bevaris, a Greek art student 
ot 172 West Houston Street, who accom- 
panied him. The two latter were accused 
of *“‘endangering the health of a minor,’’ 
and locked up till bailed out. When Mr. 
Duncan, the boy's father, announced yes- 
terday that he accepted full responsibility 
for the clothing of his son, and Magistrata 
Herbert discharged Miss Sikelianos and 
her companion, Agent Ealds of the society 
entered a formal complaint against the 
father. Magistrate Herbert decided to 
entertain it, and held Mr. Duncan in $200 
bail for examination on Tuesday after- 
noon. 


-Then Agent Ealds went on to ask the). 


court to direct the Duncans, husband and 
wife and boy, who all appeared in Greek 
costume, to come to court on tyat day 
‘‘properly clothed.”’ That stirred up Mr. 
Duncan. ' 

‘*‘Your MHonor,”’ exclaimed Duncan, 
‘we are properly clothed. There ts noth- 
ing immodest in our dress. It is this 
man who is not rationally clothed Our 
clothizge can all be washed frequentiy. 
The undergarments we wear are mace of 
silk. the outer robe is of wool. We werve 
ail of our clothes ourselves. The so- 
celled conventional tailor-made clothes of 
to-day are unhygienic. ‘They cannot be 
washed. This man’s clothes are alive 
with germs. We live according to na- 
ture, as the ancient Greeks did. Our 
bodies are inured to climatic changes. 
Such parts as are exposed, as our arms, 
feet, and ankles, are no more sensitive 
than your face or hands. This boy (in- 
dicating Menalkas) has never had a cold 
or other form of. disease in his life. He 
would fee] uncomfortable and unhappy if 
dressed other than he is now.”’ 

‘‘Your point 1s well taken,’ said the 
Magistrate, and turing to Ealds, he added: 
“There is no law as to what clothes 
a person shall wear in America. It is not 
for you to direct that a child shall be 
properly clothed, but to prove to the 
satisfaction of this court that he is now 
insufficiently or improperly clothed for 
his own comfort.”’ 

‘Do you feel cold?’’ went on the Mag- 
istrate, questioning the small boy in front 
of him. 

‘‘No,’’ responded the youngster, who 
speaks French and Greek with the same 
fluency that he does English. 

The clothing that young Menalkas wore 
and which the society insists is unsuffi- 
cient, consists, it appeared, of an outer 
garment of white wool, shaped like a 
sweater, only with short sleeves. It came 
to within an inch or so of the boy’s 
knees. Beneath it he had a brown wool- 
en jersey of considerable weight, only 
shorter than the outer garment. Under 
these he had three heavy linen under- 
shirts of brown and purple. Sandals on 
his feet completed the lad’s attire. 

Leo Slezak, the Czech tenor of the Met- 
ropolitan Opera House, is much interest- 
ed in the case of the Duncans. He told 
reporters yesterday how he dressed in 
just such garb during his boyhood in 
Bohemia. Mr. Slezak’s huge frame bears 
witness to the healthy boyhood he spent 
in the northern extremity of Austro-Hun- 
gary.

TEN-YEAR-OLD'BOY 
PREACHES SERMON 


Little Shepherd Tells the Story of 
the Christ Birth to the 
Congregation. 


BIBLE CHARACTERS TAKEN 


Children of the Parish Represent John 
the Baptist and the Wise Men 
of the East. 


= 





The children of the Mission of Our Lady 
of Loretto finished their Christmas cele- 
bration last night. The service was their 
own, sung by themselves, and conducted 
by themselves. The sermon was preached 
by a lad of 10, so small he had to be 
lifted in and out of the pulpit, and for 
the occasion the other boys donned the 
dress of the shepherds, the Angel of the 
Epiphny, and the Wise Men of the East 
to bring home to themselves and the 
parishioners of the mission the reality of 
the Christmas story. 

For some years Father Walsh has 
worked in the heart of the tenement dis- 
trict on Roman Catholic lines, and be- 
lieves much in music in training the little 
Italians who come to him. The singing of 
his boy choir is well known in the city, 
and he tells with pride how he has helped 
some of them to take up music as @ pro- 
fession, 

Thus one of his people, who started as 
his organist, eked out for a time the 
scanty mission pay by dishwashing at a 
restaurant. Now he has his studio in 
Carnegie Hall, and makes $5,000 to $6,000 
@ year. Last Thursday the service was 
held for the parishoners; last night it was 
for the friends who support the mission 
work in Elizabeth Street and its Summer 
fresh air home with subscriptions. 

The ceremony began with a procession 
bringing in the effigy of the infant Christ. 
Headed by three boys in lact surplices, 
carrying a cross and two great candle- 
sticks, forty girls dressed in white came 
two and two. With wreaths of ilies of the 
valley on their heads, with white-gloved 
hands demurely clasped, and with eyes 


cast down, they slowly passed down the 
aisle, singing as they went the carol ‘‘ See 
Amid the Winter Snow.” 

Behind then came a little John the 
Baptist. He seemed barely 4 years old, 
and, clad in the traditional white sheep- 
skin, clasping in his hands a pilgrim’s 
cross, he led the band of shepherds. They 
were the lads of the mission, the first 
hardly bigger than John the Baptist and 
ranging in size up to boys of 15 or 16. 
They wore tunics of blue, pink, green, 
and other colors. Their feet were shod 
with sandals, and across each chest was 
slung on a leather thong a horn. A leath- 
er scrip hung at their side, and a few of 
them carried tall shepherds’ crooks. 

When they had passed by there came 
the group of the Epiphany. The Star in 
the East was represented by a tall youth, 
garbed as an angel, with white wings and 
golden curls contrasting strongly with the 
Swarthy little shepherds who preceded 
him. He bore in his hand a star on a 
wand, and with it led onward the Three 
Wise Men of the East, laden with gold, 
frankincense, and myrrh. They  were' 
dressed in the flowing robes of Oriental 
Kings. 

Last of all marched three acolytes in 
their lace surplices, bearing on a cushion 
the effigy of the Christ Babe in the man- 
ger. The girls as they completed their 
march around the church took their places 
in the front benches, and the boy shep- 
herds marched up to the sanctuary. They 
ranged themselves on the steps, the Angel 
of the Epiphany taking the centre, with 
the little John the Baptist just in front of 
him.

The 
late Rev. Dr. Willlam R. Richards, the 
pastor, who died suddenly on Friday of 
heart disease, had left his sermon for 
yesterday in complete form, even to the 
words of the fina] blessing, on the table 


in his study at the church, The sermon 
was read,’ and the funeral of its author 
was announced immediately following the 
reading. 

There was a large congregation — 
and the service list bore wry! ! ines of 
black. It was announced that the funeral 
of the late pastor will take place from the 
church this morning at 10:80. Several 
ministers will be present, but the prin- 
cipal part will be taken by the Rev. Dr. 
Henry Van Dyke of Princeton, a former 
pastor, who told the congregation yester- 
day that he had come back to them to 
remain for a time at least. 

‘‘Dr. Richards is not dead,” began the 
Rev. Dr. Van Dyke, who took the serv- 
ices yesterday morning and read the ser- 
mon prepared by Dr. Richards. “ He is 
in the next room, and the door ia open.”’ 
Then he told of the sermon found on the 
study table, and as he announced the text 
he remarked that preparation in ample 
time was the chief characteristio of the 
late pastor. 

‘‘Even the details are noted,” he said 
as he glanced at the sermon manuscript. 
The subject of the sermon was “ The 
Church Is Thy Home.”’ 

The sermon treated of the relation be- 
tween brothers, between fathers and sons, 
and between families and strangers. The 
pastes told of an incident occurring to 

im in Egypt to illustrate courtesy and 
hospitality. Some Arabs had shown him 
little courtesy. when he met them in a 
business way, he their patron, they his 
guides, but later, when they invited him 
to a wedding, and he was their guest 
they were most hospitable. He compared 
brokers on the New York Stock Exchange 
between 10 and 8 o’clock and in their own 
homes afterward.

DWARFS IN THE PULPIT NOW. 


They Have Replaced the Glants, Says 
Dr. Adler—Socialism a Delusion. 


‘* After all these years, will no one an- 
swer my call?” exclaimed Dr. Felix Ad- 
ler, in concluding an appeal for a new 
order of religious teachers, at his usual 
Sunday lecture before the Ethical Culture 
Society in Carnegie Hall yesterday. 

‘The Decline of the Pulpit’ was the 
theme of the address. After giving his 
views om that problem, Dr. Adler indi- 
cated what he believed to be the remedy— 
the creation of a body of religious teach- 


ers who, laying aside the old theology 
and dogmas, would apply themselves to 
ethics and the uplift of mankind. 

‘‘Is the pulpit obsolete?” asked Dr. 
Adler. ‘ Yes,”” he replied. “The best 
men are no longer going to the pulpit 
because the age is practical. The influx 
of inferior men in turn diminishes the 
regard for the pulpit. In America only 
a few years ago Henry Ward Beecher was 
a power in the land, but dwarfs have re- 
placed the giants. 

‘The press has taken the place of the 
religious teacher to some extent, in ascer- 
tuining facts. With all its faults, the 
press is a great morai agency. But the 
religious teacher is necessary to use evil 
conditions as a means of awakening -< 
er and better feelings and ideas. he 
‘square deal’ and ‘ universal happiness’ 
standards which Ng are all nonsense. 
We need some higher views.” 

Referring to the introduction of ‘“* BSo- 
cialism and other isms in the pulpit which 
becomes merely the echo of some popular 
clamor,” Dr. Adler said he had ‘‘ no quar- 
rel with Socialism as such, but ft is delu- 
sive, and to make the pulpit its echo is to 
mistake the functions of the pulpit.”

Judaism so long 
fostered along restricted lines by ghetto 
life will survive the abolition of the 
ghetto, as it has survived the dispersion 


of the tribes of Israel over the world. 

‘‘ American Israel,’’ said the Rabbi, 
‘*must be too proud to resent truth tell- 
ing, even as it must not be so little-souled 
as to lightly and uncomplainingly endure 
allie. Such endurance might be a mark 
of great-souled scorn of injury, whereas 
the bitter resentment of truth speaking 
is a clear sign of self-depreciation. 

‘‘Ofttimes we look upon that as disin- 
tegration which is nothing more than a 
recasting of energy into other and strange 
forms. Seeing that the spiritual world 
has undergone a: great change within the 
past century, it is idle to hope that Israel 
should escape the fluence of such a 
world-wide movement.” 

Dr. Wise said that for nearly a thou- 
sand years the Jews have dwelt as a 
ghetto people. He prophesied that a fur- 
ther and large disintegration of the ghetto 
will come when Russia comes to be ruled 
by love and reason instead of by unrea- 
soning fear. ‘“ One of the regrettable 
aspects of Jewish disintegration,” said 
Dr. Wise, “‘is to be found in the desertion 
of Israel, happily uncommon in our own 
land, by ignoble sons and daughters 
through the wide open door of apostacy.”’ 


JAPANESE DISLIKED, HE SAYS. 


Tourist Missionary Thinks There Is a 
Growing Sentiment Agalnst Them. 


The Rev. Dr. Arthur J. Brown, one of 
the Secretaries of the Presbyterian Board 
of Foreign Missions, and a noted English 
missionary leader, arrived last week from 
a tour of the world. He had a long ina- 
terview with the late Prince Ito concern- 
ing affairs in Korea. ; 


The Prince frankly said that he had 
tried to put Into practice in Korea some 
of the principles, which he knew to be 
taught to the people there by the Chris- 
tlan missionaries. The Rev. Dr. Brown 
explained the dislike which the Far Kast 
has for the Japanese, and told why such 
dislike exists. 

‘It was only a short time before his 
assassination that Prince Ito ve me an 
audience,’’ said Dr: Brown, ‘‘and spoke 
with me fran about Korean conditions. 
He admitted that mistakes have been 
made by Japan, and regretted them. 

‘‘The Koreans are not happy under Jap- 
anesé rule. No people like to be governed 
by aliens. The East Indians long to be 
out from under British rule, and the Fuli- 
pinos would be glad to be free from our 
rule. Every man in the Far East is either 
for or against Japan—usually against. The 
differences of opinion are sharp. The 
foreign business men in China are ages 
Japan. The only friendly whites saw 
were those in Japan's employ, and the

Commissioner Baker and Lawyer 
Delafield Having a Little 
Tilt Over It. 








MAYOR GAYNOR MAY HEAR 





Association Threatens to Make a Pro- 
test at City Hall Over Police 
Conditions. 


Acrimonious correspondence between 
Police Commissioner Baker and Joseph lL. 
Delafield, lawyer, of 85 Nassau Street, 
as Secertary of the Washington Square 
Association, is revealed in a bulletin just 
issued by the association telling of its 
work in the last three months. 

The Washington Square Association, 
which has among its members Thomas F. 
Ryan, John Claflin, Cornelius B. Mitchell, 
Robert W. De Forest, Frederick W. 
Whitridge and David B. Ogden, is con- 
cerned in keeping conditions regulated 
in the vicinity of old Greenwich Village 
and particularly in the neighborhood of 
Washington Square. Its Secretary, Mr. 
Delafield,:is kept busy writing letters to 
various of the city offclals pointing out 
infractions of the city ordinances as 
they come under observation. To keep a 
close supervision over things, the associa- 
tion recently engaged an agent whose job 
it is to hunt up these derelictions, 
PMarly last Fall Mr. Delafield wrote to 
Commissioner Baker suggestifg that the 
policing of the Mercer Street precinct in 
which the association's members live, was 
inadequate, This called forth a letter 
from the Commissioner in which he as- 
serted that Mr. Delafiela’s tsinuation 
that the precinct was not properly 
patrolled was “absolutely tcorrect.”’ 
The association invited the Commis- 
sioner to appear before it and discuss the 
police arangements of the precinct, and 
he promised that either he or a deputy 
would do so, but later wrote saying they 
would be unable to appear. After this 
Mr. Delafield wrote to the Commissioner 
mentioning that thirty-nine men cover 
fifty posts at night, and that in day time 
eighteen men patrol twenty-five posts. 
He asked if the Commissioner considered 
this to be adequate protection. As no 
answer came from the Commissioner, 
Mr. Delafield, under date of Nov. 27, 
wrote reminding the Commissioner of his 
failure to reply and went on:

In order that you may have this matter 
for consideration in a more specified form 
we quote from a complaint lately received: 

‘A few weeks ago the house of the Rus- 
sian Consul, at 22 Washington Square 
North, was robbed in broad daylight. A 
few years ago it was the custom of the 
policeman on the beat to patrol Macdougal 
Alley, but I am told that a policeman is 
never seen in the alley now. * © On 
Saturday afternoons and Sundays ‘ is fre- 
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make @ great noise.”’ ' 

It fs now nearly three months since we 
first called your attention to the conditions 
in the Sixteenth Police Precinct, and we 
have not yet noticed any improvement. As 
your department is organized primarily for 
the care and protection of the citizens and 
their property, we took it for granted that 
prompt and careful attention would be paid 
to the request for relief by our association. 
We still have hopes of obtaining such relief 
without having to present the matter in de- 
tail to his Honor, the Mayor, which action 
will be taken up for consideration at the 
next meeting of our Executive Committee. 
Macdougal Alley extends back of the 

Russian Consul’s residence, running from 
Macdougal Street, between Highth Street 


and Waverley Place, and is principally | 


used for stabling. 
Mr. Delafield’s letter aroused Commis- 
sioner Baker, who sent this reply: 


Sir: Your letter of Nov. 20 was received 
in due time, and that of Nov. 27 was re- 
ceived to-day. I did not think that your 
letter of Nov. 20 called for an answer, and, 
except for the threat implied in that of the 
27th, I would not acknowledge that. 

The whole situation of the Sixteenth Pre- 
cinct has been very carefully presented to 
your association, and, notwithstandin 
what you say, I reiterate that better patro 
work is being done in that precinct than 
perhaps in any other in the city. As I 
wrote before we are handicapped with an 
insufficient number of policemen throughout 
the department. The Sixteenth Precinct has 
more than its quota in proportion to what 
other precincts have, and if you think that 
within the area covered by the Sixteenth 
Precinct the police conditions should be so 
ideal that nothing whatever in the nature 
of crime or misdemeanor should happen 
there, dGisabuse your mind of this utopian 
idea. 

Your remarks as to what the Police De- 
partment is organized for are entirely gra- 
tuitous, and as for your presenting the 
matter in detail to his Honor the Mayor, 
tnat.is your privilege any time you may feel 
disposed to do so. I am inclined to believe 
that you must be paid for the number of 
letters you write. 

For the benefit of the distinguished gentie- 
men whose names appear as officers and 
members of the Executive Committee of the 
Washington Square Association, I have to 
say that the Police Department is doing its 
very best in this locality, and the precinot 
is commanded by one of the ablest and 
most active members of the force, and his 
instructions are to pay particular attention 
to Washington Sauare.

tng vessels that can compete with for- 
eign rivals. This, of course, does not 
fit in with the purposes of the ship- 
builders. What they want is a home 
market with prices made so high by re- 
Btrictive legislation that exports are 
dargely unprofitable, and a fat appro- 
priation to make the export trade pay. 
What is an intelligible policy from their 
point of view, but for the country or 
for the mercantile community, as rep- 
resented by the Chamber of Commerce, 
&t would be the reverse of intelligent.

MR. TAFT’S RAILWAY REFORMS. ' 


The President’s message proposes a 
special commerce court designed to 
hasten the progress of cases now de- 
layed through division of powers be« 
tween the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission and the ordinary Federal 
courts. Nobody would hinder so laud- 
able a thing, but it may be asked 
what is the need of doing it in this 
way, and whether the proposal would 
produce the results desired. Nobody 
reading the last report of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission can fai] 
to be struck by the small proportion 
of the complaints to the magnitude of 
the business done, and the Commission 
itself says that it is abreast of all its 
current work. There can, therefore, he 
no need of hastening the Commission's 
own work. This leaves only the ap- 
peals to the courts to be considered. 
In some of these cases the decisions 
of the courts are prompt enough to 
satisfy even the Commission in that 
respect, but there was still something 
left to be desired. In a recent con- 
spicuous case the decision was so little 
to the Commission's liking that the law 
was amended, and the Commission re- 
peated its decision, only again to be 
reversed by the court. What was want- 
ed, evidently, was not prompter action 
by the courts, but action more ace 
cordant with the Commission’s views. 

Is that the ultimate object of the 
proposed reform? And if go, ts that a 
desirable thing? The Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission was appointed orig- 
inally through dislike of the railways’ 
‘treatment of contentious railway prob- 


lems, But the Commission has no more 


given satisfaction than the railways. 
It has done what ft could {in many 
‘matters of minor importance, but on 
the fundamental questions jt has altered 
nothing. The Atlantic ports are at 
this moment disagreeing regarding the 
differentials which apportion traffic 
among them, and the Commission has 
not been able to devise any substitute 
or any settlement. The long and short 
heul problem is as vexatious as ever.

THE GERMAN ISSUE IN ENGLAND. 
It does not seem that the Liberals in 
the contest now raging so bitterly in 
the United Kingdom meet the issue 
raised by Mr. Baurour, the need of 
defense against Germany, with either 
good sense or political courage. Whether 
this issue be, as reported in the Lon- 
don dispatches of THz Sunpay Times, 
the fruit of Lord NorTHcuIrrey’s astute 
suggestion or not, it is a serious issue, 
and patriotism as well as party sagacity 
dictates that it should be seriously met. 
Undoubtedly there has been a good 
deal of nonsense talked on the subject, 
but the question is a very simple one 
at bottom. It is this: Shall Great 
Britain maintain its navy in sufficient 
strength to defend the islands against 
any attack by Germany reinforced by 
any ally that Germany can be expected 
to secure? The Unionists say that the 
present Liberal Government are not do- 
ing this and that it will be done if the 
Unionists are put in power again. The 
answer of the Liberals is that there is 
no such danger of an attack as would 
warrant the decision of a national elec- 
tion on that question. Their answer 
should be that, whether the danger ba 
imminent or remote, whether it be ex- 
aggerated or not for party purposes, 
they will pledge themselves, at what- 
ever cost, with whatever sacrifice of 
other objects that may prove necessary, 
to see to it that the navy, with such 
aid from army improvement as is prac- 
ticable, is strong enough to withstand 
an attack from Germany and any pos- 
sible ally of Germany. 

We are aware that this seems like 
the spirit of militarism, and that it will 
offend many sincere friends of Germany 
and of England, advocates-of universal] 
peace and haters of war. But we are 
convinced that there exists for Great 
Britain a situation that clearly demands 
this policy. Incidentally, the unquali- 
fied pledge by the Liberal Party to 
pursue this policy if successful at the 
elections, or to co-operate with the 
Government of the Unionists if not 
successful, would go far to. check the 
strenuous strengthening of the German 
Navy that has been going on for some 
years and would prove not only a policy 
of safety to Great Britain but a policy 
of peace as well. We are as profoundly 
convinced of the evils and horrors of 
wer as the most ardent friends of gen- 
eral peace. Heaven knows that in the 
last half century the people of the 
United States have had proof enough 
of these, but also they have had proof 
that war may be the only arbitrament 
and that its judgments may be of in- 
finite value. When national existence 
is at take it ts the last resort and 
for such a crisis it is the duty of na- 
tions to prepare if the possible approach 
of the crisis can be foreseen. 

The determining factor in the situa- 
tion for Great Britain is the steady, 
Geliberate building up of the German 
Navy, at & cost out of all proportion 
to the available current resources of the 
nation, and on a scale entirely beyond 
any visible or plausible defensive re- 
quirements. That is a policy to which

the Emperor is openly and unreservedly 








of nearly all parties and certainly of a 
strong majority of the national legis- 
lature, with the general and loyal sym- 
pathy of the German people. Now the 
very life of the United Kingdom de- 
pends on the humanly unquestionable 
superiority of its navy. It must be an 
“inviolate sea” that surrounds its 
shores. The moment that its fleets 
proved unequal to its defense, the mo- 
ment when its ports could be effectively 
blockaded for a fortnight, it would lie 
utterly helpless, at the mercy of its 
foes. Military invasion would not be 
necessary to its ruin, but it would be 
unable to resist it with the army it 
now has er could raise in a decade 
against the tremendous force that Ger- 
many could land if once the navy were 
overcome. 

Against the possibility of a disaster 
that would be ruin Great Britain oan- 
not safeguard itself solely by the peace- 
ful professions of the ruler who could, 
if he would, inflict that disaster. It 
is the part of common sense to maké 
the disaster impossible, whether his in- 
tention# be peaceful or aggressive. Ger- 
many has a perfect right to make her 
navy as powerful as she chooses, and 
in no way short of war can she be 
withheld. But egainst the consequences 
that might come therefrom Great 
Britain has the equal right to guard 
herself, and it is her simply inevitable 
duty to do so. As has been said, this 
in all human probability would prove a 
policy not only of patriotism but of 
peace. But however that might be, in 
the existing situation, the stake of 
Great Britain being the very life of the 
nation, all statesmen, all parties, all 
factions should be as one on this ques- 
tion. It ought not to be a political 
issve at all. Mr. ASQUITH and his friends 
should banish it from the canvass by 
an unreserved declaration that they will 
do all that any Government can do, 
all that the Unionists could possibly 
do, to secure the absolute safety of the 
British Isles. 








| STRIKES DURING PROSPERITY. 


The bulletin published this morning 
by the State Department of Labor 
shows that during the third quarter of 
1909 the average union workingman 
earned $233—$26 over the same quarter 
in 1908 and $6 above the record quarter 
of 1907. The average daily earnings 


were $3.23 as compared with $3.13 inf 


1907, so that the wage rates of the 
organized men were at least as high 
as they have ever been. Yet the im- 
proved conditions of employment and 
earnings “ were accompanied by an fn- 
crease of industrial disputes, chiefly 
over questions of wages and trade 
unionism.” There were more disputes, 
more disputants, and a greater loss in 
working time than during the corre- 
sponding period of industrial depression 
in 1908. Of working days the striking 
union men lost 866,791 in this third 
quarter of 1909, as against 174,764 days 
in 1908, 

In such strikes no outsider need inter- 
fefe with ald and sympathy. They are 
not disputes over a “living wage.” 
They are quarrels over the division of 
profits accruing during a period of 
prosperity. The workingmen know their 
interests, the employers know theirs. 
Both sides must ultimately conform to 
the law of supply and demand, and the 
strike will end just as soon as both 
have gained a proper apprehension of 
its workings in the contested case. Of 
course, @ proper application of intelll- 
gence would avert any strike, but en- 
lightenment must usually dawn within 
the ranks of the contestants, not out- 
side. Besides, their own experience has 
the highest educational value. It Is 
costly, deterrent, and tends to make 
future clashes of interest less probable,

THE END OF MAN. 

It 
CHAMBERLIN, sponsor of the planetesi- 
mal theory of the creation, and Prof. 
PERCIVAL LOWELL, who scouts it, agree 
that the expected collision of this planet 
with some other star will not occur 
within about a billion of years. But 
Dr. Lowzuiu thinks the globe is gradu- 
ally shrinking and freezing, while Dr. 
CHAMBPRLIN is not yet persuaded that 
the human race will be extinguished in 
this frigid way. He admits, in the 
latest issue of Science, that Greenland, 
Spitsbergen, and the other Arctic isles 
must once have been sub-tropically 
warm. But some millions of years ago 
mantles of ice covered tropical India, 
Australia, Southern Africa, and South 
America close to the present Torrid 
Zone. This was only half way back in 
the record of life on the planet, which 
leads Dr. CHAMBERLIN to conclude that 
the earth has not gradually cooled dur- 
ing the ages, but has rather submitted 
to “ merely temporary localized intensi- 
fications of climate,” which life has 
repeatedly survived. Besides, in all 
quarters of the globe there have been 
fewer epochs of glaciation than of 
aridity. 

From such profound climatic alterna- 
tions Dr. CHAMBERLIN infers that there 
have been concurrent variations in the 
earth’s atmosphere. By volcanic action 
and otherwise the earth adds to the 
constituents of air, while the ocean 
keeps its gases {n equilibrium; but the 
principal changes come, probably, from 
the interchanging “ molecular activities 
of the terrestrial and solar atmos- 
pheres.”” These are usually well bal- 
anced, nevertheless geologic’ history 
shows that in past aeons they have 
shifted over vast areas, destroying races 
though not destroying life. 

Thus Doomsday loses its boisterous 
terrors. Not by a world conflagration 
or the shock of colliding spheres, but 
by “the deadly unbalancing of agencies 
of the quiet sort ’”’ will come, if it ever 
comes, the extinction of man on this 
earth.

A really remark- 
able contribution to 
the oleomargarine 
controversy is made 
by The Owego (N. 
Y.) Record, a paper printed close to what 
is believed to be the biggest creamery in 
the world and naturally not antagonistic 
to the important dairy interests of that 
part of the State. It says that the very 
mén who make butter use “ oleo’”’ on their 
own tables to such an extent that the 
trade in it there has grown to “ tre- 
mendous proportions,’’ and that they will 
continue to do s0 as long as they can 
sell thelr own product for 40 cents a 
pound and get for 20 cents something that 
looks and tastes just as well and is 
equally wholesome and nutritious. . The 
competition of the substitute may in time 
put the price of butter below the price 
of production, but even then the farmer 
will not abandon ‘“ oleo’’; he will simply 
sell his cows and turn his attention to 
sumething else than dairying. 

And The Record insists that, in that 
section, at least, there is no attempt to 
palm off oelomargarine as butter. It 
sells on its merits, for what it is. That 
is all any dairyman or butter dealer has 
a right % ask, The Record thinks, and 
to those who are pleading with the ‘true 
Grangers '’ not to buy or use a food that 
is threatening the dairy interests with 
ruin it declares that they are wasting 
their time, the farmers not caring to 
make pocket sacrifices to ‘‘ the principle 
of the thing.’’ The fact might as well be 
faced, argues The Record, that ‘‘a good 
substitute for butter has been devised 
which can be produced much more cheap- 
ly than butter can be produced, and that 
the great mass of the people are certainly 
going to adopt the substitute as long as 
it 1s cheaper than butter.” 

Those who are proposing by increased 
taxés to drive oleomargarine out of the 
market are warned by The Record that 
they will meet resentful opposition from, 
a multitude of people who are already 
complaining bitterly about the cost of liv- 
ing, and lawmakers would do well to re- 
member that public sentiment has a way 
of manifesting itself at the polls. This is 
all sound sense, every word of it, and, 
ccming from such a source, it is particu- 
larly significant. There is neither reason 
nor excuse for putting any tax at all on 
oleomargarine, whether colored or unccl- 
ored, and the efforts now making to in- 
crease the present tax are nothing less 
than criminal.

ACCIDENT “BUFFERS,” 





Ridicules Mr. McBurney’s Suggested 
Remedy for Rear-End Collisions. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The proposal made by Charles McBurney 
in TH TIMES as a protection against 
rear-end collisions {s in Ime with the remedy 
proposed by a negro sleeping oar porter. He 
was talking with a brother porter about a 
recent collision and remarked: ‘‘ All dose 
collisions happen tuo de Jas’ cyar. IY don’ know 
why dey don’ leave off de las’ cyar."’ 

The proposal to carry a box car packed 
with hay to act as a buffer in case of a 
rear-end collision has some resemblance to a 
safety device used by the South Crrolina Rall- 
road in early days. The first locomotive used 
by that railroad, which was the first one 
built in the United States, had an accident 
to the boiler. The negro fireman was an- 
noyed one day by the noise of steam blowing 
through the safety valve so he hung two or 
three coupling links upon the safety valve lever 
with the result that the boiler exploded. That 
accident aroused such widespread alarm that 
the Legislature passed a law requiring the 
railroad company to carry a box car loaded 
with cotton between the engine and the pas- 
senger cars to protect the passengers ‘‘ when 
the locomotive boiler exploded”’ Old pietures 
of trains on the South Carolina Rallroad al- 
ways present a faithful likeness of that safety 
car. That practice of hauling a safety car vas 
continued for years until one night an axle 
of the car broke, ditched the train and killed 
two passengers. The absurdity of hauling that 
car had already dawned upon the minds of 
the people and the result of the broken axle 
convinced all concerned that the cotton car 
safety attachment was not so effective as it 
had been cracked up to be, so the practice 
of hauling the car fell into innocuous 
desuetud® I am, however, under the impres- 
sion that the South Carolina law requiring the 
use of the cotton-laden car tvas never repealed. 

As an old railroad man I have noticed that 
appliances put upon trains purposely for re- 
ducing the damage fn case of accidents have 
never been effective when the long looked for 
accident happens. The proper and sound pol- 
icy of railroad companies is to do everything 
possible to prevent accidents to trains. The 
great reduction of serious railroad accidents 
during the last ten years is the best kind 
of evidence that the steady Introduction of 
safety appliances and Improved training of 
the men engaged in train operating are paving 
the way for the day when preventable train 
accidents shall have become a thing of past 
crude practices.

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New Organization Plans Also to 
Assist Immigrants in Many 
‘Other Ways. 


WILL URGE DISTRIBUTION 


Railroads WI!Il Be Asked to Join In 
Efforts to Send Them to Un- 
settled Lands. 


—— | 





A new organization, whose object is to 
protect immigrants coming into this coun: 
try from petty frauds and impositions, 
and to assist them in other ways, has re- 
cently been formed in this city. It is 
called the New York State Branch of the 
North American Civic League for Immi- 
grants, which was founded in Boston some 
two years ago by D. Chauncey Brewer. 

While the New York body is in @ man- 
ner an outgrowth of the older society, it 
was explained by one of the officers yes- 
terday, it was called into being because 
of the need felt for a body of private 
citizens to carry into effect the many 
suggestions made by Gov. Hughes's Im- 
migration Commission. 

The newly formed body will not only try 
to influence the passage of the remedial 
legislation recommended by the commis- 
sion for immigrant aliens. It will alse 
constitute a permanent organization to 
assist the Bureau of Immigration, if one 
is authorized by the State Legislature, 
and it will at the same time carry on 
work in the interest of immigrants which 
a State department could not undertake. 

John Hays Hammond is Chairman of 
the new society; Frank Trumbull, Vice 
President of the Chesapeake & Ohio Rail- 
road, is Vice Chairman; Frank A. Vander- 
lip of the National City Bank is ‘lreas- 
urer, and Miss Frances A. Kellor, mem- 
ber of Gov. Hughes’s Immigration Com- 
mission, is Secretary. The other memberg 
of the committee are Jacob A. Riis, Feiix 
M. Warburg, Thomas M. Mulry, and 
John B. Carse. One more member is yet 
to be selected, and offices will soon be 
opened preparatory to a general ‘cam- 
paign for square dealing to the immigrant. 

According to Miss Kellor, the campaign 
will be a militant one, and will be carried 
on along diverse lines. While the citizens 
who form the committee are busy en, 
they intend*to give their time and per- 
sonal attention to the various activities 
to be engaged in, besides raising funds 
for carrying on their communal projects. 

It was explained that there will be no 
duplication of any of the work now being 
done for immigrants by existing organiza- 
tions. A great deal of the work will be 
new. Besides taking new measures for 
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the protection of immigrant aliens in this , 


State, the committee will seek to co-ordi- 
nate all the present activities of existing 
organizations and to act as a sort of 
clearing house for the advice, assistance, 
protection, and education of immigrants 
and their children. 


Will Stop Petty Frauds. 


The society will aim to put an end to 
petty frauds and abuses of immigrants 
on piers and trains. Unmarried immi- 
grant girls will be watched to see they 


reach their right destinations. Some 
action will be taken to safeguard the sav- 
ings of immigrants with private bankers. 
The abuses of ticket agencies and em- 
ployment agencies will be fought. 
Asistance will be given to immigrants 
in the courts. <A central registry bureau 
may be formed, so that the thousands of 
immigrant children can be educated. An 
attempt will be made to change condl- 
tions in the labor camps up-State, whers 
thousands of immigrant aliens are work- 


ng. 

The committee will attempt in time to 
put into effect a plan for a wider dis 
tribution of aliens so as to relieve con- 
gestion in Manhattan. An attempt will 
be made to induce the railroads leading

“This is a plan of distribution,’’ said 
iss Kellor, ‘‘that has been tried with 
excellent success by some of the Western 
railroads, some of which spend from $50,- 
000 to $100,000 a year in establishing im- 
migrants along their routes. It is to the 
benefit of the railroad and to the benefit 
of the State, and it is a plan that fre- 
quires no vast fund or removal bureau to 
carry it into effect. It would be a natu- 
ral and economical system of distribu- 
tion. 

‘‘For instance, there are several thou- 
sand farms lying idle and deserted in this 
State alone. Think of the value to the 
State, and incidentaliy to the railroads, 
if immigrant farmers can be induced 
to establish themselves upon them.” 

Concerning protection of the immigrants 
from fraud, Miss Kellor said that while 
there were existing organizations on Ellig 
Island, the great majority of immigrants 
practically came into the country un- 
watched, uninformed about conditions, 
and subject to imposition at every turn,

“The great body of able-bodied immf-

These men, women and children 
have been subject to many petty frauds 
und abuses before they reach their 
destinatfons. 

‘‘The first thing we intend to do is to 
establish an agent at Ellis Island, and 
one on the docks from which the boats 
leave for New England, A great many

Probably in time we 
will have agents at each of the large 
stations in this city, if it is found to be 
necessary. 

‘What we will surely do, however,

VOLPE SYMPHONY ORCHESTRA 


Plays Cesar Franck’s Seldom Heard 
D Minor Symphony. 








Cesar Franck’s D minor Symphony, 
one of the most beautiful works in the 
modern concert répertoire, is performed 
comparatively few times in New York. 
Yesterday was one of those infrequent 
occasions, Arnold Volpe having put the 
work on the programme of his second 
syinphony concert at Carnegie Hall. 

It has frequently been suggested that 
a ‘“‘concert clearing house” in which 
the conductors of the different symphony 
societies could disguss the works which 
each cared to perform and make a choice 
for each society would have a beneficial 
effect upon New York concerts. The 
public, in that case, would not be obliged 
to listen to the same symphony three 
times in one month, played by different 
organizations, and if it were decided that 
each society should play different works 
during a season symphonies like Franck’s 
D minor which now languish more or less 
unheard, could be given with greater fre- 
quency. 

Yesterday’s performance of the work 
was not al] that could be desired. There 
is no denying the fact that Mr. Volpe’s 
orchestra has improved, but it is yet very 
far from being an organization of the 
first class, Laying aside the demand 
this symphony makes upon nobility of 
tone and imagination from the conducter, 
yesterday’ s performance in some ways did 
not meet the more technical demands 
of the music. Accuracy of attack was 
{frequently missing from the performance, 
and the broad sweep of the melodic out- 
line sometimes became blurred, especially 
when the wind instruments were called 
upon. However, considering what this 
organization has been and the ae ma- 
terial of which it is compose the per- 
formance must be looked upon ‘as creait-

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In justice to myself I beg you to print 
this letter in answer to the article about 
me in to-day’s issue, and in correction of 
a statement supposed to come from me. 
My remarks were as follows: That I be- 
lieved myself to berthe first American 
composer to enter the operatic field in 
Europe, my operas having been given 
there in numerous cities of Italy and 
Austria. 

As to the usage of the word “ grand 
opera,” I believe that this term is gen- 
erally used in most countries for any 
work having a serious subject, and in 
which no dialogue takes place. That I 
should be accused of using the word 


‘‘prand” to apply to the music is and 
was far from my thoughts. I am but a 
beginner in that large world of music, 
having (and I hope I may be forgiven) a 
natural desire to see my work given in 
my own country, whose opera houses are 
barren of American composers, notwith- 
standing composers like Nevin, Converse, 
and Damrosch exist.

PARROT FOOLED THE FIREMEN 


Risked Thelr Lives to Save It When 
They Heard Calls for Help. 


After seeing smoke coming from the 
top floor of the three-story frame build- 
ing at 426 Fourth Avenue, Brooklyn, at 
6 o’clock last night Policeman McClune 
of the Fifth Avenue Police Station ran 
through the house and got out Patritk 
Drury, who was confined to his bed in a 
room on the second floor with rheuma- 
tism.

The rooms were filled with smoke so 
they could scarcely’ breathe. They 
could hear the cries coming from the 
kitchen of the flat, however, and by 
creeping on their hands and knees man- 
aged to reach there. What they found 
was Drury’s pet parrot, almost suffocat- 
ed and screaming at the top of its lungs. 
They took it down-~to the street, where 
it revived in the cold air. 

The fire was put out with about $1,000 
damage. It is not known how it started.

For Twelve Years President of He- 
brew Orphan Asylum in Brooklyn. 











Moses May, who had long been promi- 
nent in business and in charitable work 
in Brooklyn, died yesterday at his home, 
265 Jefferson Avenue, Brooklyn, of a com- 
plication of diseases. He was 77 years 
old. At his bedside were the members .of 
his family and Rabbi S. R. Cohen of 
Temple Beth Elohim, in Keap Street, 
Brooklyn. 

Mrs. May, who is seriously ill at the 
family residence, was informed of the 
death of her husband later in the day. 
She bore up bravely under the shock.

Mr. May was born in Strassburg, Alsace- 
Loraine, when it was a part of France. 
He owned a butcher's shop when he was 
20 years old, and ten years later opened 
an establishment in Williamsburg, which 
was the beginning of an extensive whole- 
sale meat depot owned and operated by 
him for forty years. He retired fifteen 
years ago. 

Later he devoted his time to banking 
and trust companies, of which he was an 
officer. He was Fresident of the Broad- 
way Trust Company in Manhattan until 
four years ago, when he resignéd to be- 
come President of the Bushwick Savings 
Bank in Brooklyn. He was at one time 
acting President of the First National 
Bank of Brooklyn. He was a Director in 
the Williamsburg Trust Company and the 
Empire State Surety Company. 

His activities as a charitable worker ex- 
tended to nearly every Jewish organiza- 
tion of prominefice in the country. He 
was u member of most of the Jewish 
fraternities in Brooklyn. 

When the Hebrew Orphan Asylum in 
Brooklyn was organized he was one of 
the charter members of the society and 
becarne its first Vice President. He later 
tecame President, and held that position 
for nearly twelve years. .He was Presi- 
dent of Temple Beth Eféhim on Keap 
Street, Williamsburg, for fifteen years, 
and resigned three years ago when his 
health began to fail. 

Mr. May never held any political office. 
But he was an intimate friend of the 
late Hugh McLaughlin. His advice in 
political matters, especially those which 
ecunvernued Williamsburg, was often sought 
by the former Democratic leader of Kings 
County. 

Besides his wife, three daughters sur- 
vive him. They are: Mrs. Ira Leo Bam- 
berger, Mrs. Fernando Solinger, and Mrs. 
Simon Kirschbaum of Philadelphia. Mr. 
May had seven grandchildren. and one 
great grandchild. He was an uncle of 
ex-Congressman Mitchell May of Brook- 
lyn, now a member of the Board of Educa- 
ticn. Three brothers, Solomon, Nathan, 
and Henry May, and one sister, Mrs. 
Michael Levy, also survive him.

Venezuela’s Closed Beds Once 
to be Put In Operation. 


According to news received yesterday 
from La Guayra, the Venezuelan Govern- 
ment has decreed the re-establishment 
cf the pear] fishing privilege on the east- 
ern shore of Venezuela in the region of 
the island of Margarita. This privilege 
was suppressed by President Castre about 
two years ago on the ground that the 
beds wero fished out and should have 
sevcrul years to recover, 

This was true of a large part of the 
vid fisheries, and that fact is recognized 
by the Government, as it is withholding 
the privilege from the waters cf the bay 
lying between Los Moros and Punto Mos- 
quito, and the ports of Pampatar and 
Forlainar. 

This leaves the pearl fishing open at 
the bends of Macarao, Tirano, outside 


Isla de Coche, Isla Caribe, and Chacopata. 
The Government has fixed a license fee 
of $19.30 a month for ys ge with diving 
suits, and $5.79 a month for use of a 
dredge.

City officials and employes, at the be- 
ginning of the new administration, are at- 
tacking in private the invention of the 
Bureau of Municipal Research, first 
adopted by the Board of Estimate in the 
Fall of 1908 and readopted last October, 
whereby “ supporting schedules ’’ covering 
all the city departments have been at- 
tached to the budgets for 1909 and 1910. 
They say this practice inflicts a serious 
injustice on many minor employes, while 
the time of the Board of Estimate is 
wasted. 

An official of the Board of Education 
who didn't want his name used made some 
statements of the effects of this practice 
yesterday. 

“In the last year,” said he, “I have 
spent days in trying to arrange modifica- 
tions in salary schedules so as to prevent 
payrolis from being held up. I can hardly 
imagine a more short-sighted policy than 
that which requires the Board of Estimate 
to take formal action every time a change 
in a salary or a title is contemplated. 

**Look at the matter in a practical way. 
The Board of Education desires to in- 
crease the salary of a waitress in one of 
the truant schools $5 a month, involving 
the enormous sum of $60 a year. There 
are eight members of the Board of Esti- 
mate. Two of them receive salaries of 
$15,000 a year, two of them $7,500 a year, 
end three $5,000 a year. Their aggregate 
annual salaries amount to $64,000. Just 
think of eight eminent citizens, drawing 
$64,000 a year from the city’s treasury, 
putting their heads together fn solemn 
conclave in order to determine tihtdt a 
waitress in a truant school shall receive

Graln Markets at New High Levels— 
Speculation Active—Prices React at 
Close of the Week. 


Wheat last week continued the {fmproving 
tendency of the week preceding and advanced 
to new high levels for the season, reaching the 
high point on Friday, owing to continuation 
of unfavorable Argentine advices, but on Sat- 
urday showed some reaction from the high 
point. The Argentine news was of higher 
markets there, due to unfavorable grading, 
disappointing receipts, and advices of damage 
to the quality of the crop on account of the 
rains since the wheat was cue. sstimates of 
the surplus were reduced and were generally 
below 0,000,000 bushels, compared with 97,- 
000,000 bushels for the year just ended. Ex- 
ports from the Argentrne for tne week were 
insignificant, compared with nearly a millioa 
last year, emphasizing the disappointing char- 
acter of the movement. 

There were some good sales of Manitoba 
wheat made for export, as a result of the 
Argentine conditions. The other developments 
of the week were somewhat adverse. So 
much attention, however, was paid to tha 
Argentine news that other things were over- 
looked, although the Argentine reports appeared 
on Saturday to be losing their force. 

Reports from Australia were again quite 
satisfactory, and the Australian exports for 
the first week of the new crop year were 
1,320,000 bushels, against 336,000 bushels last 
year. The Indian’ exports were also heavy, 
984,000 bushels, against none last year, while 
the Russian exports were 4,408,000 bushels, or 
ten times last year’s for the corresponding 
week, 

The big Russian shipments for the week 
called attention to the great size of the Rus- 
sian crop this year. The last figures given 
indicate a surplus over and above the average 
home requirements of about 100,000,000 bushels 
in excess of the previous record of wheat ex- 
ports. Estimates have recently been made, in- 
dicating that Russia might ship 100,000,000 
bushels more, after having already shipped 
118,000,000 bushels this season, against 37,- 
000,000 bushels last year. The last estimate 
on the world’s wheat crop indicates an out- 
turn of 400,000,000 bushels in excess of last 
year, which shows that as far as production 
is concerned the output was ample for the 
average requirements. The requirements have 
been larger this year than last, owing to the 
very small stocks carried over from the previ- 
ous year, but probably not enough to offset 
this heavy increase in the production. 

Analysis of the American supplies indicates 
still a very large amount of wheat back in the 
country, but the farmers have shown no par- 
ticular disposition to sell this wheat. It is 
true that recent receipts have been showing an 
increase over last year, and there has been 
a little softening in som¢ of the cash prices 
compared with futures. This softening, how- 
ever, has not been important and scarcely 
enough to be any factor in the situation. 

The cash position and the big premiums of 
the cash market and the near-by deliveries, 
owing to the strength of the cash position over 
the futures has been by all odds the domi- 
nating factor in the situation this season. If 
this condition is to be changed now the whole 
attitude of the market may be changed. Nearly 
six and a half months of the crop year have 
gone by with the Winter well advanced and 
no damage reported to the growing crop. If 
the Government prediction of the crop was 
ye it is quite possible that the selling 
y the farmers may become more pronounced 
with the advance of the Season and with an 
absence of damage to the growing crop

Ex-Policeman Peresey Promises 
to Show a Boy That Life 
ls Worth Living. 








HE’S THE FATHER OF TEN 





He Also ‘Saved the Veteran Police 
Horse Pompey When He Was 


Put Up at Auction.

Willlam Van Hove, 16 years old, stood 
in Yorkville Police Court yesterday on 
trial for attempting to end his life be- 
cause he had come to think it wasn't 
worth living. 

The boy gazed steadily out of the win- 
dow at the gray and cheerless day while 
‘he policeman told what the prisoner had 
done. He had gone into one of those 
dark, dingy restaurants in the lower part 
of the old Tenderloin because it was cheap 
and obscure. He asked the waiter to 
bring him a plate of soup. The waiter 
came back presently with the smoking 


soup, but the boy’s head was down on the 


table. 

“Wake up, son, this ts no place to 
sleep,” said the waiter, who was not sur 
prised at what he thought was the matter 
with the boy, Then he noticed a bottle 
lying on the floor. He looked at it and 
saw that it was marked “ carbolio acid,” 
with the usual skull and crossbones. Then 
he heard the boy groan. 

Understanding quite well what had hap- 
pened, he ran out into the street, called a 
policeman and then went batk to see what 
he could do for the youngster. An am- 
Dpulance came from New York Hospital; 
the poison was pumped out of him, and 
then he was got ready for his trial. 

Magistrate Krotel called the boy’s mind 
back to the court room where he was @ 


prisoner. 
“Oh, I did it becausce I was tired of my 


life,” he explained in an uninterested 
voice. “I am an orphan. I lived with 
my brother at 234 East Forty-first Street. 
I had work to do} then I was wanted. 
I lost the work, and then I wasn’t want- 
ed there. He put me out. It seemed 
I couldn’t get another job.

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| GOLD STOLEN FROM COIN... 


Secret Service Hunts Men Who “Strip” 
Money Without Debasing It. 


Secret Service agents have visited jew- 
elry and electro-plating shops in the 
Maiden Lane district in the last few days, 
seeking information of strippers who re- 
move small quantities of gold or ailver 
from coins which are immersed for the 
purpose !n acid solvents. Inquiries were 
also made as to several new kinds of 
coin jewelry, including articles made of 
Lincoln pennies, which are goldplated in 
the process of manufacture. 

When the electric power and the 
strength of the acids are properly regu- 
lated by strippers, according to the 
weight of coin to be treated, the metal 
is “ sweated’ off the surface of the coins 
SO smoothly that they are not changed 
In appearance. The separated metal clings 
to a receiving plate, from which it is 


readily collected, and the strippers have 
no difficulty in selling it for cash to 
legitimate jewelers, or.even to the Gov- 
ernment. The coing are passed into cir- 
culation at their face value. 

Coins have also been stripped, it Is sus- 
pected, by using them for short intervals 
in electroplating tanks, in which case the 
metal is deposited at once on the object 
to be plated. The plater in this way gets 
his gold free, as the coins are passed 
into circulation, as before. 

Some of the coins that have been of- 
fered for deposit at banks of late have the 
designs brought out more sharply than 
is natural. It is supposed that these 
coins have been stripped, and were lett 
in the bath uncommonly long. 

One of the largest electro-platers said 
that without doubt strippers can take 
more than a dollar in value from a twen- 
ty-dollar goldpiece without making any 
perceptible change in the coin. 

A special difficulty in getting evidence 
against the stripper is that even if he be 
caught with the coins in solution nothing 
is thereby proved, as he can say that he 
intends.to use the coins instead of bullion 
for plating and will not try to pass them 
as money. There igs no law against dis- 
solving or melting coins, providing: they 
are destroyed as currency, and many jew- 
elers are in the habit of fusing gold coins 
instead of going to the trouble of getting 
bullion for the purpose. 

It is supposed that temporary electro- 
plating plants are Bes up by strippers in 
secluded lofts, as little equipment is re- 
quired. 

The Secret Service men who inquired 
here as to the uses of the gold-plated pen- 
nies offered no objection to such plating. 
Jewelers have been making inquiries of 
the authorities, both here and at Wash- 
ington, and have been told informally 
that the law relating to mutilation of 
coin applies only to gold and silver coins, 
not to pennies.

Added to the 
caution which such a money market 
flurry inspired in speculative circles a 
further inducement to conservatism was 
found in the general understanding that 
on Friday Mr. Taft would submit to 
Congress his long-promised special mes- 
Sages regarding corporation legislation. 
A committee of railroad ' executives, 
composed of the foremost figures in the 
railroad world, conferred with the 
President on Monday, and what little 
information seeped through Wall Street 
regarding the results was not altogether 
cheerful. Under the circumstances it 
was not surprising that the various 
sessions of the stock market, including 
that of Friday when Mr. Taft’s mes- 
bage went to Congress, produced highly 
irregular price movements. Sharp ad- 
vances were followed by equally heavy 
declines, and these in turn gave way 
to partial recovery. Acquaintance with 
the terms of Mr. Taft’s message served 
to steady the week-end markets, a 
further factor consisting of the grad- 
ual easing of the money markets with 
the return of the January payments to 
banking channels. It is possible that 
the unsettlement of the market itself, 
or at least the direct causes leading to 
it, had something to do with the failure 
of the usual early January reinvest- 
ment demand to put in an appearance. 
Considerable disappointment was ex- 
pressed among commission houses and 
bond houses over the absence of any 
evidences of this demand. Iftseemed to 
be very much taken for granted that, 
as has been suggested in this column 
before, the unprecedentedly high cost 
of living and the scale of expenditure 
among people of means, left at the 
close of last year little in the way of 
surplus available for investment.

ments to the Sherman anti-trust law 
are necessary. It is not altogether 
clear that the first recommendation, 
that regarding thée-acquisition of inter- 
est by railroads in other corporations 
competing with them, changes the ex- 
isting status of affairs in this respect. 
The authorization of the Commerce 
Commission to pass upon capital issues 
of railroads would not be attended with 
unmixed evil, and this is also true of 
the Federal incorporation suggestion, 
although there is a centralization of 
affairs involved which is distinctly dis- 
tasteful to a large part of the financial 
community. In the only remaining point 
of real interest in the message, that 
regarding the Administration’s attitude 
on amending the Sherman law, Mr. 
Taft has justified the decision by what 
amounts to a lawyer’s opinion-—that the 
Supreme Court in“tts latest decisions 
{s discriminating between reasonable 
and complete “restraint of trade,” 
which, if borne out by approaching de- 
cisions of that body, will carry consid- 
erable reassurance. It is obvious, how- 
ever, that the matter is still one upon 
which the final word must come from 
the Supreme Court.

disclose any halt. The iron output for 
the month exceeded 2,635,000 tons, 
thereby creating an absolutely new rec- 
ord for production. Some curtailment 
in copper mining operations incident to 
the labor difficulties in the Northwest 
imparted firmness to the copper metal 
market, where prices ruled steadily 
around 14 cents.

Increase In Steel 
This Year Reverses Situation and 
Throws Burden on Finishing Plants.

PITTSBURG, Jan. 8.—Producers of steel 
plates, sheets, and tin plate in the Pitts- 
burg district start the year with their 
output taken for practically six months. 
The shape mills and merchant pipe manu- 
facturers have five months’ orders ahead. 
The merchant and jobbing plants can 
boast of four months’ orders—the bar 
fron manufacturers even more. The only 
lines of finished product that are not 
contracted beyond the expiration of the 
first quarter are the wire and wire prod- 
uct manufacturers and the rail mills. 

In fact, the middle of the present quar 
ter bids fair to seqsthe crude steel situa- 
tion better than thH@t in finished product. 
The handicap of the steel trade throughout 


the last half of 1909 lay in the fact that 
crude steel in Pittsburg and the West 
could not be turned out fast enough to 
keep pace with the finishing plants. To- 
day, additonal crude steel capacity nearly 
ready for operation at Pittsburg, Chicago, 
and Gary promises to throw the burden | 
on the finishing plants. Of the 193,874 
freight and passenger cars ordered by 
the railroads during 1908, only 96,419 were 
bullt up to Dec. 81, leaving unfilled or- 
ders with the car companies for 97,455 
cars. December orders placed with the 
American Bridge Company totaled nearly 
double its present fabricating capacity, 
and builders and other users of rolled 
products have work in sight which prom- 
ises a continuance of the demand al- 
ready in evidence for the first half of 
the year, so that present prospects would 
indicate as severe a shortage in rolled 
products July 1 as the end of 1909 has 
seen in crude steel. 

In only two lines is there prospect of 
unmediate relief in the shape of new mill 
cipacity—the independent manufacturers 
of sheet and tin plate having extensions 
under way which will put in operation 
over forty new sheet and tin plate milts 
within the first four months of the year. 
In sheets, the following companies have 
new capacity under constructio:» which 
will go into operation within ten weeks: 
Youngstown Sheet and Tube Company, 
8 mills; West Penn Steel Company, 2; 
Empire Iron and Steel Company, 2; 
Thomas Steel Company, 5—a total of 17 
nulls. In tin plate, these extensfons are 
within ten or twelve weeks of completion: 
McKeesport Tin Plate Company, 1U0 mflls; 
Phillips Sheet and Tin Plate Company 
10; Standard Tin Plate Company (a Roya 
Baking Powder concern,) 6—~a total of 26 
mills. The twenty new tin nulls of the 
Jones & Laughlin Stee] Company and the

The opening of the new year found pig 
iron prices in this district much firmer, 
with the single exception of foundry iron, 
which row lags behind, with increasin 
stocks in furnace yards as evidence oO 
the failure of the foundries and machine 
makers to keep pace with the steel mills 
in consumption of raw metal. No, 2 foun- 
dry iron was offered during the week for 
the entire first half at $17.25, valleys, and 
prompt can be had for $17, valley fur- 
nace, which is $17.90 Pittsburg. The pro- 
ducers of foundry fron have been vieing 
with the makers of steelmaking irons for 
new output records, and the production 
has been greater than this immediate fis- 
trict could abosrb. : 

Basic iron last week showed the effects 
of the brisk buying of the last two weeks 
of the old hard and no quotations for 
prompt or first quarter basic could be 
secured at under $17.25 valleys. There 
was no offering of Bessemer during the 
week, and little inquiry, nearly all the 
consumers having provided for their needs 
at least until after Feb. 1. The nonfinal 
quotations on Bessemer were $19, though 
furnace interests did not care to discuss 
second-quarter contracts on that basis. 

Consumers of sheet bars are finally ac- 
ecepting the situation and contracting for 
second quarter at $1.50, the price.set for 
all 1910 deliveries by the Carnegie Steel 
Company sixty days ago. Some prompt 
sheet and tin bars were to be had at 
$1.45 up to the closing days of the year. 
Merchant bars show an unusual range, 
the Carnegie Company having not yet 
withdrawn its $1.45 minimum, while inde- 
pendents are quoting $1.50 and $1:55, and 
refusing to contract through the first 
half even at that figure. Iron bars seem 
to have settled at $1.70, Pittsburg mill, 
which will give the puddling mill work- 
ers another substantial wage increase 
when the bi-monthly settlement on the 
sliding basis is made this week, 

Open hearth billets for prompt ship- 
ment sold at $30, Pittsburg mill, during 
the week, while Bessemer billets tn stand- 
ard sizes were slightly easier, thé mills 
having made tremendous o 
the eet sixty days. Small 
manded fancy premiums, however. Wire 
rods were firm pt $33 and $ Pitts- 
burg. Nearly all consumers: of plates 
and shapes have worked far enough Shead 
with their specifications to avoid ware 
in deliveries, for the present, but the 
ratio of increase in consumption of these 
products will not reach its apex until 
toward the close of the current quarter 
when the real test for the producers will 
come. 

Ore contracts with the Leke ftnterests 
for 1910 requirements were closed Auring 
the week by nearly all the independnt 
iron interests, and the large increase in 
the demand for Bessemer over the record 
year of 1907, will test the capacity of 
the Lake carriers. Practically all the 
Bessemer ore offered for the year by the 
independent ore interests has been taken 
up. .

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Bas-Rellef of “ Fantasia” In Marble Is 
Held Not to be“ Statuary.” 


In overruling a protest filed by F. H. 
Shallus of Baltimore the Board of United 
States General Appraisers holds that a 
bas-relief in marble of ‘‘ Fantasia” is not 
“statuary within the meaning of that 
word as used in the Dingley tariff. The 
board is of the opinion, however, that if 
the claim had been under the act of 1909, 
providing for “ sculptures”* carrying 4 
rate of 15 per cent, the proteset ee 
have been sustained. 

The article in controversy is see 
as a marble slab, 10 by 17 inches, valued 
at several hundred dollars. Shallus, it 1s 
understood, acts merely as customs agent 
for the real owner. The Custom House 
4fficers decided that the bas-relief is a 
‘manufacture of marble,” and duty was 
accordingly taken at the rate of 50 per 
cent. under the provisions of the o14 tariff 
law. Judge Waite, who writes the de- 
cision for the board, says that no évi- 
dence was submitted by the importer. 
The protest alleges, however, that the 
article should be granted duty at the rate 
of 15 per cent. as “ statuary,’ under the 
act of 1897 and in harmony with the rec- 
iprocity treaty between this country and 
Italy. In denying the importer’s comten- 
tion the decision says, in part: 

“The word ‘sculptures’ has been sub- 
stituted in the new act for the word ° stat- 
vary’ of the act of 1897, and ‘soulptures’ is 
in our judgment, a term that might be oon- 


strued to cover relief work, which has 
heretofore been excluded from the low 
rate allowed by Section 8 and Paragraph 
444 of the aot ‘of 1897 except in cases 
where it was ‘substantially in the round.’ 
Under the most liberal rules, the claim 
that the article is statuary cannot be con- 
strued to entitled it to consideration un- 
der the act of 1909. The protest is there- 
fore overruled and the assessment of the 
Collector will stand.’”’
